Tlu‘ most Important Imsine.s.'j pre.sented 
for the consideration of the aldernion, at 
their meetlns, Monday evenimr. were the 
hearings of the t'omnioinvealth avenue and 
Newton A Itoston street railways.

It was 8.10 o'clock when Mayor Cobb 
called the meeting to order. All members 
were present, with the exception of Aider- 
man Allen. 

The records of the two i>revious ineetings 
were read and approver!. 

Otis W. (Iray and Arthur S. Kimball 
w ere n))pointed a registrar of voters, and ,1. 
It. McLaughlin, insiiector of animals and 
provisions. Those appointments were 
conlirmed. 

Issac It. Stevens of Crj’stal street and 
William 11. Capen of Park street were 
draw'll as traverse jurors by Alderman 
Hobart. 

In concurrence with the common council 
the follow'ing communications were acted 
upon as follows: Iteferring the pronosed 
amendment to the city onlinance relative to 
the iiroper care of cattle while being driven 
through the streets, t(» the committee on 
ordinances; referring the petition of .1. T. 
Sullivan, for two street lights on Hale 
street, to the street light committee; re- 
ferring the communication of Fred \V. 
Morgan claiming damages for injuries re- 
ceived, to the committee on claims. 

In concurrent action it was also decided 
to recommit the order for insuring several 
city buildings, to the public property com- 
mittee for further consideration.

Mr. .\verv L. Hand said evidently both 
sides are tliVd out. Few appear In favor j 
and few In remon.strance. 'I he reason that 
held good la.st vear woiihl hold good this. 
One rea.son tho petition should not ho grant- 
ed Is tho fact tliat the street is too narrow. 
It is a main thoroughfare and eonseqnently 
too narrow . One accident has already re- 
centlv occurreil on Willow street, in wiiich 
a sleigh had been completely demolished. 
It was ennsed hv snow being piled each 
side of the traoks. 'Phe proposed tracks 
would snrronml the Klee school, thus en- 
dangering the lives of chlhlron. This road 
has said they had no intention of asking 
permission to extend its tracks down Cen- 
tre street. It might change hands and 
petition to run uirs the full length. When 
this was snggesteil it wa.s greatly opposed. 
When the road is once granted this permis- 
sion It will to impossible to takeaway 
the right. It Is a life franchise. There is 
no reason why the company shonld not be 
made to aci*ent the live cent faro agreement. 

In response, Mr. Chitlin said the (question 
of accepting the transfer nroposltion was 
simply a question of business with the 
stockholders. At present they did not feel 
they (,‘onld alTonl to do this. I would like 
to iisk any of the i^entleinen pre.sent if any 
snlnirban* road gives anv better service. 
The best cars are used and run frequently. 
'File cars were run oftener than the patron- 
age warranted. The other lines are short 
while ours is a long one. They have had 
years to establi.sh themselves. At present 
the road is conducteil with a big delicic and 
the stockholders felt that they could not 
accept tho transfer clause. 

On motion of Alderman Downs tho hear- 
ing w as closed at b.lb o’clock.

SAVE THE ROADSIDE TREESl 

Till-: LAW.S THA I' PltOTFCT THK IIIOIIXVAY 

.siiaih; and tiiickkt aoain.st the 

DESTROY EH— THEY SHODI.I) HE EN- 
FOnCED. 

'Fhe folloxvlng from Christopher Clarke, 
trustee .)f puhlle reservations, app(?ared in 
the JSpringliehl Heimblicun, and Inus a 
local Interest: 

‘Mwl.slito urge immediate action by the 
toxvns and cities of this state In the matter 
of the preservation of their roaiLside trees, 
espei*ially in the country toxvns, where tho 
de.struetion of tho forests tor lumber, rail- 
road ties, and burning of bricks, has enor- 
mously inert ased during tho past ID years. 
At the present rate of destruetlon of forests 
and roadside trees, xvhlcli in nio.st instances 
involves the cutting doxvn of every tree up 
to the roadxvay and every largo bush that 
can he used in tho burning of bricks, it 
xvill not bo long before every beautiful 
xvmided drive, or shaded road, xvill be ab- 
solutely ruined, and leave nothing in place 
but an open, hot ami barren road, with tho 
principal attraction of the toxvn for former 
residents, or .snnimer visitors, gone forever. 
What can the people of the country toxvns, 
who depend nimn the large number of city 
visitors, xvho each year come to enjoy their 
heantifnl drive.s, and shaded walks, be 
thinking of that cun induce them for such 
a very small amount of money as they get 
for the land to alloxv this .source of revenue 
and principal nttraction to their toxvns to 
he taken from them ’.' Nothing could bo 
more suicidal to every interest of these 
toxvn.s than to alloxv this absolutely' need- 
less, often total destruetlon, to go on. e.s- 
peelally as the preservation of the roadside 
trees xvill cost them nothing, a.s the state 
laxvs lu'otect them in all their rights for all 
roadside trees not needed for shade. 

The state laxvs for the protection of the 
roadside trees that are noxv in force are as 
folloxx's: First, a general laxv in Public 
Statutes, chapter r).’t; second, in Acts and 
Hesolves, 18‘.K», chaiiter IDD, page 175); tlilid, 
an ainendnient to the laxv of issio, in Acts 
of lh‘»l, chapter 45), page (15)1; fourth, an 
amendment to the law of l85Mi, Acts of 185)2. 
chapter 147, page Hki. The last named 
amendment was niai^le so a.s to give the 
selectmon of a town, and a city govern- 
ment an opportunity to select and mark the 
roadside trees to be .saved xvlien a wood lot 
Is to bo cut, or at any other time during the 
year, xvlien a tree is in danger of being cut 
doxvn, xvithont authority, and then make 
its iireserx'ution permanent. 'Fills selection 
ami marking of trees I am ghul to state can 
noxv he done xvithont any delay by the 
city or toxvn authorities throughoiit the 
state. 

The penalties for disregard of the laxvs 
are very severe, an*l embody in snb.slance 
the folloxving provisions: First, that no 
person can cut doxvn, ilestroy or injure, by 
iiis oxvn hand, or by his hor.se or other 
animal any tree, on any .street or public 
road in the state. SecomI, no tree can be 
cut doxvn, exceiit after <hie notice has been 
given to tlie selectmen or city authorities, 
and proper consent given. 'Fhird, the 
penalty lor cutting doxvn a roadside tree Is 
a line of not less than or more than 
Sloo, to 1)0 recovere*! by comi)Iaint, one- 
half to the coni|ilainaiit, and onc-hiilf to 
the use of the person ui)on xvhoso property 
tho trespass xvas coinniitte*l. Fourth, 
xvhenexer a tree has been selected for 
preservation, it is to he marked by driving 
a spike into the tree xvith tho letter .M at 
its hemi ; the spikes are noxv ready to be 
fnriush*!d free by' the .secretary of tho state 
hoanl of ag' ienlture. Fifth, the line of S-"* 
to i?lDo is to be enf*)rceil, if one of these 
niarki'd or .selected trees or 1 ny other tree 
outside the fence or line of the wood lot or 
homestead Is cut doxvn xvithont anthorUy, 
one-half to the eoniphiiiiiiiit and one-half j 
tothecity or toxvn. Sixth, these laxvs ap- 
ply to tree.H before any citizen’s residence, 
fiiriii or xvood lot, horifering on any public 
roml, highxvay, or street, and no road- 
niDster, forester, or highxvay surveyor can 
cut iloxvii a tree xvithont anthorlty is given 
by the city or toxvn authorities and a prop- 
er hearing given. 

In ch)sing this letter, let me ask every 
editor in the state, xvho may r»*a(l it, to 
copy it in xvliole or part, in order that the 
p»M)ph! of tlie .state *'un take advantage of a 
protection that has been secured for them, 
that will stop this xvlioh'.siile destruction of 
the heantifnl roadside trees that are noxv 
standing. Especially 1 ask the oity and 
villat^e iniprovemeiit societie.**, and rural 
clubs throughout tin* slate to join with us 
in enforcing these laxvs at once. If a few 
convictions of these tree pirates can be 
had, It xvill do much to insure the iireserva- 
tion of thoiisiinds of roadside trees in the 
future. .Another sugge.stion that I make is 
thi.s, that xvlien large iiml beautiful trees 
are standing just onlshli! the line of the 
strei'ts or roads «)n private grounds, they 
might he piirchase*l and alloxv ed to remain, 
properly marked to protect them, thus 
completing at a iioniiniil cost a continuous 
and elVcctlve shade. .Selectmen and city 
ollli'ers are reiiuc.steu to cut out this article 
and .save it for i**iercnce as to the laxvs for 
tree protection.

What school boy has not read of this 
celehratedi road, running .straight from 
Romo to Hrnudusinin, up hill and down 
dale, wide enongli for two chariots side hy 
side, paved with stones brought from far 
to secure hardness, and cut into blocks 
about it foot square, polished, and fitted to 
one another, with nicest care, so tluit the 
road-bed, slightly arcliing, .seemed to be 
native in its place'i* Never anotlier such 
road. Appian might well he so made 
known to coming ages. Such as it was 
when made :«»o years before Chri.st, it con- 
tinued to he for him) years, notwithstanding 
its constant use. So testifies I’rocopius in 
the (itli century of our era; and he adds, 
“Nor can tlie least trace of ruin or waste 
ho observed upon tlie.se stones, neither do 
they appear to have lo.st any of their 
heuntifnl poli.sh.” Such was the “Appian 
Way,” long and jn.stly the Inmst of Rome. 
Rich men and lioble.s and many of the 
most famous of men of Rome, had costly 
tombs for themselves and familie.s, built 
along this road. “Via apiiia fult. “Stat 
nomini.s iinihra.” 

Thirteen hundred years luive rolled their 
burtlens over the road, aud to-ckiy it is no 
longer tlie hoa.st of Rome, hut it is just 
wliat it lias been cracked up to he, ratlier 
broken U|t to he. We tried S miles of it, 
learned tluit hevoud tluit juiipt the way is 
“impracticable to carriages.” Indeed, six 
miles before reaching tiiat point, tliere was 
no pleasure in the drive. .So we made no 
further progress towards Appil Forum, 
hnt were glad to take a short cross-road, 
muddv and hanky, to the new Appian 
Wav. and return to the city. So much for 
tlie'Viu Appiu. on the whole. 1 must say 
however, tiiat modern naving has been 
laid over the lirst two or three miles, as far 
us the catacombs of St. Ciilixlus. While 
driving we stoiiped to note the site of the 
huge old circus niaximus. and the tirst wall 
of the city, to visit tlie ruins of the Ilatlis 
of Caracalla; to see the place where tlie 
Scipios were laid to rest; to look at the 
Colnnihuria— underground elumiher.-; con- 
taining (love .shaped niches for the urns ot 
tlio.se of tiu* lum.seliold of tliet’iesars vvlio.si- 
hodies were hiirned ; to look at the Arch 
of lUnsns.andAhe Api>ian Gate, “the line.st 
in tlie Anrelian walls," to peep Inside tlie 
chnrcli of Domine (pio Vadis: to go into 
tliu cKtucomhs of St. (’aiixtns; to see at 
some distance from tlie road, tin; remains 
of the circus of Maxeatius, and to note 
witli care tlie tomb of ('ecUia Metella. 

For miles tiie wayside is .-trewn vvltli 
slmttereii tombs, .some of them grotesque 
.shells, and otliers amorphou.s stone lieups. 
and scattered pieces of inarhle hearing 
parts of In.scriptions; marbles standing up- 
right, luiving Im.s-reliefs of men, lieadless 
for tlie mo.st part, elotlied in toga tlirowii 
over tlie left shoulder, the rlglit imnd 
placed in front on tin; fold; fragments Im- 
nieniorable of cosily liouses of tlie d(;ad. 
Wliat now of tlio.si; .so piously cared for'.’ 
Let us say :

Tlii'lr souls uio with the suluts, we trust.

The second amendment provides that the 
school board shall have a voice in the se- 
lection of sites and plans for school build- 
ings, and their approval must be obtained 
before sites are bought or plans adopted. 

It does not give the school board any 
power to expend money for lands, build- 
ings or repairs directly, but by providing 
that no land shall be bought and no plan 
adopted without the approval of the school 
board, opportunity is given for the school 
board to control all these things, if it de- 
sires to e.xercise siicli authority. Objection 
was made to the Ghapiiic’s statement last 
week, that the board desired 
“to have the school boaril’.x jiowers extended ho 
that all powers reLatiiig to the coiiKtruetion or 
rejiairn of buildings, selection of idanH, buying 
of lunil for sites, etc., shall be given to tlie hoard 
exclusively. They can expend whatever iliey 
desiie, and the ipiestion tif raLsing money to pay 
the hills is tlie only one Iclt lor the mayor and 
aldermen.’’ 

Perhaps “exclusively” was too .strong a 
word, but if the approval of the .school 
board must be obtained before any tiling is 
done, we do not see but tliey will be in a 
position to control all expenditnre.s. and to 
dictate to the city council.

Bridges asked a qne.stion and 
was stopped, ami his identity demanded, 
w itli no apparent snspielon on tlie part of 
Hio Wintlirop man, tliat ho w as the ward- 
en of the state prison, while .several mem- 
bers of tlio lion.se were likewise interro- 
gated as to whom tliey might happen to he. 

Wedno.sday next is tlie linal date for 
making reports of eommitteos, tlioiuh of 
eour.se many of tliem will not report for 
some weeks yet. Mr. Hayward belongs to 
a committee which always reports within 
tlie limit, and evidently will do so tills 
vear. The matters before It are iin)iortant 
hut not numerous. 

T'liere is a little chagrin among tlie 
friends of tlic Norfolk county commission- 
ers over tlie action of Senator Harw ood’s 
county cominitteo on the estimates of the 
county. Evervthing nskisl by the commis- 
sioners went through all right, excepting a 
contingent appropriation of a little over 
S 7 IHHI. This was asked to cover a possible 
decision on the part of tlie court that tlie 
county mn.st jmy the fees of Judge Grover, 
lloliert .M. Mor.se, and other counsel before 
the Norfolk inve.stlgating committee la.st 
year. The treasurer of the county refused 
to pay the money for the defence of the 
coinmLssioiiers until ordered to do so by 
the court, though 1 have a well delined 
idea that he felt it to be a bill that the 
eounty should pay. The sum was inelnded 
in the e.stlmates this year, however, on the 
ground that the court was likely to rule it 
a hill the county owed. Jiuigc Grover 
argued before the counties eommitteo that 
as the investigation eoneerned not only 
pre.sent members of the commission, but 
their inedecessors, it was clearly a county 
obligation. Senator Harwood did not deny 
tliat this might bo so, but held tliat tlie 
time to appropriate the money was after 
tlie court had rendered its decision, as tlie 
money eonld not be paid anyway until tlie 
legislature liad voted it. Whetiier there 
will bo a contest on the mutter on the floor 
I cannot say. 

IJfe in Capt. Hamlin’s department seems 
to he going on w'ith no friction w'hatever. 
TTiere is more or less to be done ail the 
time, in tlie direction of hearings on appli- 
cations for pardon from penal institutions, 
much of which never gets into print, and 
tlie executive clerk has to be continually 
arranging visits to imblic institutions or 
elsewhere, when ho acts as grand con- 
duetor. 

The committee on public cliaritable in- 
stitutions Ims ilelinitely determined to 
make no attempt to act on any recom- 
mendations whioh the special commission 
on tlie cliarities of tlic state may make tliis 
year, tlins justifying my assumption that 
Col. Haskell and his a8.sociate.s on tlie 
hoard of lunacy and charity would not bo 
disturbed this year, if at all. Why Mr. 
Wliarton and his commission linger so 
long on the mutter nobody seems to know. 

William 11. Coolidgo’s special conimi.s- 
sion on the affairs of the Mas.saehu setts 
Benefit As.^oeiation, whic^l is a direct re- 
sult of tlie hot fight he put up in behalf of 
policy holders, has made three reports to 
tlie governor thus far, tliough none of 
them were linal. The first was a report of 
expenses, which was allowed. Then came 
a partial report showing that the company 
is solvent. Now it asks further instruc- 
tions. Mr. Coolidge can devise these if 
anybody can. Several matters concerning 
tills comiiany are being heard by the in- 
surance committee, but it seems evident 
tliat tlie key to the trouble is tliat young 
men wTio w ent into the association years 
ago, and are now old, did not contemplate 
tlie possible ratio of assessments nor theii 
inobable size, and so are feeling tlie press- 
ure. 

On Friday, the hearings concerning an in- 
crease in tlie number of .McTanimany vot- 
ing macliines w’ill occur. I do not see any 
reason to expect tliat .Mr. Adams’ ideal 
ballot box will be replaced In tlie immedi- 
ate future by tlie AIcTainniany or any 
other device. TTie liearing will he a ratlier 
spicy one, owing to tlie way in whieli 
.'Secretary Olin spoke out in meeting on the 
voting niaeliine (inestion, but tlie talk will 
not do .Mr. McTamimuiy any good.

In the 
lorcst ■when 1 pjiw n stuno cross. I liad 
been so long nway from the country that 
this cross wns now to me.

Promptly at 7,4.*) o’clock the mcetiiif; was 
called to order by Presidei t Pavis. The 
records of la.'-t meetinf; was reail, and con- 
sumed about live minutes. 'The followins; 
papers were received from the board of 
aldermen, and their action concurred in as 
follows: Heferrimt the petition of Ward 
and others for a change of grade in Ward 
street to the highway committee; the peti- 
tions of G. H. Pratt for sidewalks on Rowe 
and Webster streets to the .same coinmittc'e, 
of H. U. Monro and others for sidewalks 
on Concord street, of Ik Early and others 
lor sidewalks on Grove street to the high- 
way committee, ami of Morse and others 
for street lights on Morseland avenue, to 
the street light committee. The highway 
committee’s reports favoring the laying out 
of ,Iackson road and the widening of Pearl 
street, w’ere accented. 

Orders authorizing the construction of 
street lights on certain streets, a^ipropriat- 
ing 8 :mh) for expenses of city solicitor, mak- 
ing sidew alk assessments of certain streets, 
authorizing the payment of SlP.'M) for land 
damages on Madison avenue, assigning 
hearings on April .") and I'i, on laying out 
Jackson road and Pearl street, were also 
adopted in concurrence. 

A petition was offered by Councilman 
Lyman, signed by A. M. Beck and others, 
for the placing of one incandescent lamp 
on Washington street, near the corner of 
Beacon .street. This was referred to the 
street light committee. 

,1. M. Dickinson and others petitioned 
fur concrete sidewalks on Mill, near Wal- 
nut street, also for a concrete crossint; on 
Walnut near Mill. Referred to the high- 
wa\’ committee. 

Emma T. Leonard and Charles W. Leon- 
ard petitioned for the construction of con- 
crete sidewalks on Forest street. Referreil 
to the same committee.

Crowell's Grain Mill. 

Due of the largest ami most recent addi- 
tions to business enterprises in this city is 
the large grain mill and elevator of Mr. II. 
W. Crowell, Jr., at Newton Highlamls. It 
is situated on Needham street, half way 
between the Highlands and Upper Falls. 
Centrally located ami easy of access, it w ill 
command the trade of the south side and 
a large portion of that on the north. 

The work of constructing the building 
w.is iiegiin last summer, under the per.sonal 
ilirection of .Mr. < row ell. Tlie foumlution 
is built on a ledge of solid rock, which, 
after con.xiderable hlasling, exactly suited 
tlie purpo.se. In tlie erection of the liuild- 
ing no expmise lias been spared to make it 
w ithout an etpial of its kind in this part «)f 
the state, excepting the large elevators in 
different parts of Bo.ston and ('harlestow n. 
From the top on the llag-pole to the ground 
is 129 feet. 

T’he interior arrangements are most com- 
plete and are the work of G. W. «fc \. 
Lane, millwrights of Exeter. A sidetrack

GIRL FATALLY BURNED.

Mary McDonough, a young girl cmploycil 
ns a ilome.stlc by F. B. WIthorbee ot Per- 
kins .street. West Newton, was fatally 
buriual at that place Sunday morning. 

The details ol the accident are unus- 
ually distressing. .Vt 7..1P a. m. Miss Mc- 
Donough w as at work in the kitchen pre- 
paring breakfast. .Mr. and Mrs. Wither- 
bee, were in Boston, and the only other 
occupants of the house were a nurse maid 
ami two young children w ho were in an 
upper room at the time of the accident. 

The girl had placed a kettle of fat on the 
.stove, ami was going quietly about her 
work when the fat began to boil upon the 
hot stove. 

Seizing the kettle she attempted to lift 
it from the stove before serious con.se- 
(p.iences resulted. T'he heat w as too great 
t«) endure, however, and she dropped the 
kettle. 

The hot lard, now' all al laze, spattered 
over her face and dress, and in a moment 
her clothing w as in Haines. 

She ran shrieking through the house, 
trving to tind the means of guenchlng the 
tlame.s, w hich enveloped her from head to 
R)ot. , , 

Finally she ru.shed from the house and 
had scacely gone I.*) feet from the door 
when she was overcome, and .sank to the 
ground unconccious. 

Neighbor.>, .start le*l by her cries rushed 
to her assl.stauce, ami enveloped her body 
in rugs. .Ml her clothing Inul been charred 
and her body was burned from head to foot. 

liar flesh was almost burned from her 
limbs, and when she partially regained 
consciousness it w as found that she had 
inhaleil the llames. Her case was at once 
determined to be liopeless. 

The patrol wagon from \tolice head- 
quarters was hastily summoned, and she 
was removed to the Newton hospital, 
where everything was done to alleviate 
her .sufferings. After live hours of terrible 
agony she die<i, at l’2,:k> p. m. 

The condition of the Witherbee house 
showed plainly the struggle the girl had 
made to extinguish the flames. Several 
curtains and scarfs were found burned, 
showing that she had evidently attempted 
to wrap them about her, and marks of tire 
were fouml in several rooms. 

Dn his return home Mr. Witherbee ex- 
erted every effort to liiul the relatives of 
the dying girl, and instrnetedj the hos- 
)itol authorities to spare no expen.se in re- 
ieving her sufferings. 

Miss McDonough was 17 years of age, 
ami came to West Newton from Ireland 
about two years ago. She has an aunt 
named Annie Devlin living in Calvary 
street, Waltham, and a sister, Bridget Mc- 
Donough, who is supposed to live at New- 
ton Lower Falls. Miss McDonough was 
spoken of in the highest terms by her em- 
ployer.

THE HOSPITAL. 


A WOMANS VIF.W OF TIM. WAV IT 
SIIOl I.D 111. M ANAOFD. 

To tbp Kdlloi ol Ihp HH.vnili ; 

The llo.spital coiitr()vi>r.8y is bringing to 
light another side of the question, and the 
trouble lies miieli deeper than appears iu»- 
on the .surfaee. It is, that Newton people 
as a w hole are not .satislied w ith the return 
which the Hospital makes to them for all 
the generosity iind liberality which has 
been showen'd upon the Hospital. When 
the New ton Hospital was e.stnbli.shed it 
was «)ne of the pet eharities of Newton, 
and ladies worked, sew ed and .solicited, and 
with the host of results. It was supposed 
that a Hospital would be a great henelit to 
the people of the city, we should he able to 
«d)tuln nurses at reasomihle prices, and 
medical attendance also, and conld go there 
for treatment, if we were poor, for just 
nothing at all. Instead of this, we Iind 
that if w e want a nurse now, we probably 
are not able to get one to begin with, an«l 
mn.st send to Waltham or Bo.ston for one, 
ami if we by good luck obtain one from 
the Hospital we nuust pay the highest mar- 
ket i)ricp, of three dollars a ilay, or twenty 
dollars a week; and we get then an in- 
experienced young woman of foreign 
nationality who is but very little above the 
dome.stic in our kitchens, and whom we 
would he.^itate quite ns much to trust. 

She cannot cook;. she is nut allowed to 
use her judgment for the simplest thing. 
She will not ))ut on a mustard plaster or a 
cold compress, but will allow yon to suffer 
for hours until a doctor arrives, ami is sim- 
ply the tool of the physician and the Hos- 
pital. 

The money she earns goes to the Hospit- 
al, and her .sole interest is to satisfy the 
Hospital authorities who employ her. 

Now, there is a third iiarty in all this, 
which has not been consiiiored— it is the 
patient. The patient pays for all: and if 
there were no iiatient, there would be no 
Ho.spitai, no physician ami no nurse. 

Benevolent people will contrilnite with- 
out thought or hope of return in any way, 
but when it comes to an ap|)ropriation 
illrectly from the city, then we rightly stop 
to consider,— are the people of Newton 
henelitted in any way by the Hospital as it 
stands today’;* 

The physleian.s of Newton have special 
favor at the Hospital, and the return they 
have made to Newton people was shown 
by their fee table, which undertook to 
double their prices for medical attendance. 

Before tlie Ho.spitai was e.stablislied it 
was possible to find kind hearted, experi- 
enced, motherly women, who would come 
to the sick bed and comfort and soothe 
away our pain, but these have been crowd- 
ed out by tlie trained nurses who are far 
from liiling their place. 

The Hospital should establish tree di.s- 
pensaries at accessible points; it should 
give free meilical advice to any who need 
It; it should give free courses of lectures to 
the public school children, and in many 
such ways might exhibit a feeling of appre- 
ciation of favors already received, and a 
disposition to repay the people of Newton 
for their kimlness ami benevolence. I 
would also .say, that It would look well to 
make a special price to the residents of 
Newton for nursing and medical attend- 
ance, and we might tlien .see tlmt the New- 
ton Hospital is a real benefit to ns; as it is, 
it might as well be situated in Alaska.

Wlicii the negroes were first freed, legal- 
ized marriage was aliiio.st unknown among 
tliem, and the tremendous change to re- 
straint from entire liberty made tliem drop 
back tlie next two years, into a worse con- 
dition tliaii before. Tlie change from tliat 
condition however has been great. .Now 
tliey pav taxe.s on many millions of dollars, 
ainf have aiiioiig tliem well eiiucated min- 
istens and many intelligent people, the re- 
sult of tlie work of the A. M. A. 

.\s for tile mountain whites they come 
from .some of tlie best stock of Virginia, 
.Maryland, .ami New Englaml, and during 
the war were iiio.st loyal citizens, joining 
tlie army in large nmiiber.s. Tliese |)eopIe 
were driven to tlie mountains from nece.s- 
sity. as tlie slaves di<l all llie work, leaving 
no cliance for wliite meclianics.

You (loubtloss slept well after the walk 
and the slKhtsoeinx of yesterday. T<)-<lay 
we will take it easier and jfo by horse 
power out to La Certosa, a Carthusian 
monastery. Wo ro ont of the oity by the 
way aloiiR which wo wiine Into town last 
ovoniiiR. that is bj the Via Uomana as far 
as the Homan (late, and then wo strike out 
Into the country over the common road. It 
is a loiiR, hani pull, for the horse, up hill, 
up hill, between IiIrIi walls, the well-worn 
roail hero and there restored an<l made 
worse, (like many a fresco in Florence), up 
hill for a mile and a half. Really mercy re- 
(piires us to uet out and walk up this steep- 
er grade. On either sble we .see tree tops, 
or rather branches, the top looped away, 
and the trees trimmed to bear the clinging 
dusky, fruitful vinos. Looking back, the 
high walls form the sides of a frame for a 
picturesnue view of a part of the city and 
of the hills beyond. Resuming our seats 
we are borne over a gentler road, down hill 
a part of the way, through a small village, 
and soon to the gates of the monastery 
grounds, ami through them to the foot of 
the liill. on which looms un the cluster of 
buildings known ns “La Certo.sa,” a 
winding road up which the driver walks, 
brings us to the court, where wo leave the 
driver and his panting horses to rest. And 
now, “Angels, and ministers of grace de- 
fend usl'*— is It a ghost, or one of sheeted 
dead, that meets us? No! it is a white- 
haired, white b aided, white robed, white 
socked friar! lie greets us kindly, unlocks 
a gate, and lends up the stairway. He docs 
not speak Knglish, but learning that we 
are Americans, ho takes pains to speak 
. Italian slowly and distinctly, and we man- 
age to understand the most of what he 
.says. Ho lea<ls us through with slow and 
measured tread, through church and chapel, 
and crypt and cloister, and chapter house 
and refectory, and garden and portico, and 
the room where liciuors and es.scnces are 
distilled, and then to the gate of entrance, 
whore with a smile and words of thanks 
for voluntary fees laid in his palm, he di.s- 
mlsses us, to re.sumehis walk and talk with 
a new party just arrived. What have we 
.seen? Through an open window, at the 
end of a porch, one of the loveliest views 
In the world, calling forth exclamations of 
delight. We have seen in the principal 
church rich decorations in frescoes and 
marbles, and precious stones ; in the chapel 
of St. John the Raptist, a good painting by 
Benvenuto; in a ueautitul (lothic church 
(next the chapel), built in the 14th century, 
some Florentine stained glass, a noble nic- 


garllc. One cjin smell a garlic eater a rod 
off. He could bo trailed as easily ns a man 
who has eiUHMintered a skunk. 

Donkeys abound, and cute little donkey 
carts for <lriving. A horse and a donkey, 
or a mule are commonly coupled fora dray- 
team. Tw'o w'henletl carts are used for con- 
veying loads of all kinds, and if but one 
horse is employed, the cart is so made and 
loaded that the ends of the shafts are as 
liigh as the top of the sadille, and the beast 
holds down the burden with his body in- 
stead of holding up with his back. A 
blanket Is geuornlly used, covering shoul- 
ders and sa<hllo and loins. All horses wear 
feed bags and oat when they can. 

'I’he Arno, between the second and third 
bridges, is a wa.sh tub, or laundry. Women 
<l|p the clothes into the river, rub and 
w’luick them on stones at the fo(»t of stair: 
ways de.sconding from the fpiay, then lav or 
hang them to ilry wherever they can. It Is 
one of the sights of Florence. 

This was tile capitol of Italy under King 
Victor Kmmanuel until Rome vote<l to be- 
come a partof United Italy. The king ami 
court wont then to Rome ami Florence 
mourns the change. 

The Catholic clergy are trying to secure 
a better obscrvancic of the Sabbath, and to 
break up the profanity of the peojile “who 
swear like troopers,’’ I hear. 

On Sumlay last past the Archbishop of 
Florence, a (’ardinal, preached in the 
catbedral to a vast multitude on Sabbath 
breaking, while just outside the doors hun- 
dreds of men and women were driving a 
thriving trade in all manner of things. 
Doubtless many who w’ent to pray ami 
hear, came out to buy— jierhaps to steal. 

Matrimonial intentions or engagements 
are conspicuously po.ste«lon the wall beside 
the street, behind wire screens. 

When walking the very narrow side- 
walk look out for your head ; buckets 
attached to long ropes often come 
down from a fifth story window to be filled 
with water or other neces.sarics. Slops do 
not come that way. 

I have spoken of Florence as a clean city. 
From whatever point 1 have looked down 
upon it, it has nuule that impression, w hich 
any observations within the city have for 
the most part confirmed. 1 moan that It Is 
not obscured by smoke, is not begrimed by 
.soot. It is not a fatiginous city. The 
streets have stone pavements and are 
doubtless clean in dry weather, but under 
constant or freijuent rains and the rolling 
of heavy teams, the stone pulverizes some- 
what, and inaKe.s a grit-slop which men 
brush to the gutter-side ami afterwanls 
cart away. As the sidewalks are mostly 
<iulte narrow, one is often obliged to walk 
In the streets. Even if it does not rain, it 
is well to turn up the trousers a bit, Eng- 
lish fa-shion. 

An hour ago I cumo from the church of 
S. Marla Novella, though I made a hasty 
walk to go to the Spani.sh Chapel. The

ture of Bt. Francis of Assissi by Cigoii, a I church is very old, dating from 1‘229, and 
Crucifixion by (liotto, ami one of Fra An- 1 was founded by the Dominicans, or by St. 
gelico's paintings. In the crypt are the Dominic, himself, as the church of Santa 
tombs of the founder and his family; in a Croce was by the Franciscans in the same 


tombs of the founder and his family, 
side chapel of the crypt is the tomb of the 
Bishop of Ostia, the work of Donatello, 
with a border of exquisitely wrought fruit 
and /lowers by another sculptor. In a 
small cloister some beautiful windows of 
.stained glass, (in one of which our guide 
pointed out some Hies that had been 
wrought there, or caught there), by Udine ; 
in the chapter house paintings by Alberti- 
nolll and Perugino, ami in the middle of 
the payement the beautiful tomb of a 
Bishop of Cortona, (once a superior of this 
copyent), who died in ir»4.'i, by San (Jallo 
the younger— the marble figure of the Bis- 
hop is very striking. In the garden and 
court, a very deeii well, (“molto profondo’’ 
said the monk), the well-curb and iron 
scroll w'ork above were designed by 
Michael Angelo; and the results of an 
earth(]uakc which shook down a portion of 
the portico on one side; and all around the 
portico, in the w-all, llu.sh w ith it, we saw 
small, square wooden doors, which,opened, 
showed a shelf, on which food is placeil to 
be eaten “by us,’’ said the guide. Never- 
theless, in the refectory wo saw' what 
seemed well appointed tables : in the labora- 
tory we did not call for the famous 
Chartreuse w ine, but we saw a line and 
large assortment of perfumery daintily 
bottled and apiiealing not in vain to our 
pockets. tSo much, hurriedly seen, and 
here badly .set torth, has amply rewarded 
us— has it not’.' 

Thu Certo.sa was founded in RBI. The 
number uf monks now living there is fif- 
teen. Tho.se whom we saw arc well ad- 
vanced in years, and are whitening for tlie 
final change. One by one the number dimin- 
ishes and the vacant iilaces are not filled. 
They will become a memory, but the con- 
vent crowning a cypress covered hill long 
remain an object of interest and pictur- 
esque. as now . 

Really, each monk is a picture in white, 
with cap of wiiite. and white robe reaching 
the ground. As the guide walked in ad- 
vance, his rising heel llfte<l the robe enough 
to show white socks and black sliou.s. 

If you care to, you may look at Lowell’s 
“Cambridge Thirty Years Ago,’’ and see in 
what connection he mentions Certoa. My 
memory assures mu that he does mention it. 

1 luive promiseil further mention of 
Flesole. My Interest in it is two fold. It 
is beautiful as seen from tliis bank of the 
Arno, and has lieight enough to atVord a 
fine view of Florence and its environs, and 
a dllVerent view from any wo have had 
Secondly, it iias historic interest. Catiline, 
tlie great Roman conspirator, when driven 
by Cicero from the cit.v. came to this spot 
in the hills, then called Faesulae, and in 
the neighlioi hood ot tills pa.ss, fell ligiiting 
bravely but vainly, in the midst of his foes. 

Wo have waited, but in vain, for weather 
suitable for a visit to this oity, always 
beautiful but never great, that looks down 
from its rocky perch upon Florence and 
tlie valley of the Arno, and backward up- 
on a lonely region, upon what soon be- 
comes a mountain wilderness. Fronting 
the city with its itoopleil side, on wlilch ar 
villas set in luxuriant masses of magnolia 
and oleander, and cvpie.ss hedges enclosing 
terraced ganleiis; Fiesole is the brightest 
gem in the zone of Florence. It Is a citv, 
and a city set on a hill. It is old. probably 
ohler than Florence. On the northern brow 
of the hill are remains of Etruscan fortifi- 
cations w hich Indicate an age of ’JiHsi years, 
and there are portions of a Roman theatre 
— a iiart of the wall and some seats still 
visible. Fiesole is hometimes c4ilied the 
"mother city,” ami Dante speaks of it as 
the oity from which the people of Florence 
descended, “a people ungrateful and ma- 
lignant, ami still, by nature, of the mmni- 
tain and the rock.’’ .\ttila destroyed 
Florence and was a friend of Fiesole. 
Milton ami ilallloo have given glorious re- 
nown to the city. Within its gates is the 
piazzal of the ancient Faesulae. If it is 
strange to find suidi a city looking upon the 
younger Florunci\ it is no less strange to 
iiiid w ithin sight of the great Florentine 
cathedral another mtliedral.uiid a bishopric 
and a l’alaz/.o 1‘rctorlo. “Tlie cathedral is 
(iedicated to .St. Romulo, its first blsliop and 
apostle, w lio is said to have been a c mvert 
of St. Deter, and to have received from 
him a special mission to preach in tliis vil- 
lage. Ilosull'ered martyrdom under Nero, 
iiaviiig been Imprisonuil and put to (haitli 
by a dagger ’’ It was begun in 1U2S, but of 
the original building scarcely anything re- 
mains. In the chapel near the hugh altar 
is the tomb of Bishop Salutati. His bust, 
made byJMiiio dl (liovaiiui, is proiiouiicetl 
to be one of the licst “ciuniterfeit presenti- 
ments’’ of nature ever produced in marble. 
So much we learn of this charming hill, 
without having our eyes blessixl by a direct 

t iersonal inspection. If good fortune ever 
irings us to this neighborhood again, we 
will go to Fiesole ami stay till we explore 
its treasures, and are able to bang in our 
mental picture gallery an lUilian suiisid as 
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century. Both out-date the (’athedral by 
a few years. The S. Maria Novella has a 
beautiful front, though injureil a little by 
time. It is of white and red marble ami 
serpentine. Michael Angelo, called this 
church La Sposa, (The Bride,) because of 
its beauty. The best of the 1 .'jIIi century 
paintings within, have been "restored’’ 
and spoiled. Of the works of art to be 
seen is the famous Madonna of Cimabue. 
(deothe’s master.) Mrs. Browning has em- 
balmed it m her verse, and told the fine 
story of how Florence went wihl over it 
when they lirst .saw it, and how it was 
carried in solemn procession, with .shouts 
and rejoicings, from the artist’s .studio to 
the church. Hawthorne .saw no beauty in 
it. 

weaving the church I w as led into the 
“(Ireen Cloister.’’ so culled becau.se there 
are in it ‘24 pictures painteil in green. 
From the cloister into the “Spanish ('Imp- 
el,’’ used for the attendants of Ele.iiiora of 
Toledo, w'ife of Cosimo I. It was built 
for Buouaniico (luidulotti, in tlie i4t!i cen- 
tury. It is covered within, with frescoes 
painted by Claddl and Memmi. On the east- 
ern wall are tlie (’rueillxion, the Bearing of 
the Cross, and the Descent into Hades. On 
the left IS the Apotheosis of JS. 'riioma.s 
A()uimis. On the right is the ('liurcli Mili- 
tant, defended by the Dominiiuin.s. “This 
church is to tlie Dominicans what the 
church at Assisi is to the Frauci.scaus, th 
graphic mirror of their spirit.’’ in this 
chapel Ruskin spent five weeks in study of 
these frescoes. For his interpretation of 
the paintings read his ••Mornings 
Venice.’’ He says of the work: “If you 
can be pleased with this, you (am see Flor- 
ence. But if not. by all means auiu.se 
yourself there, if yon can find it amusing, 
so long as you like, yon can never see it.’' 
Of cour.se, 1 hud to be jileased, and I was, 
lus 1 have been with Ruskin’s study. 'I'herc 
are painted on the walls, figures historical 
and allegorical, and liistoi ico-alh*gorical. 
(ieotho’s face is there, ami (’iinabuc's, and 
Boccaccio’s and Cicero’s ( ’.’i and others not 
quite recognizable by “unaiioiiited eyes. 

In front of the church is the Dlazza di S. 
Marla Novella, a large open sipiare. It 
was first laid out at the recpiest of S. Dletn 
.Martire, who wished a large space for 
open air preaching, in Cosimo 1, in- 
troduced chariot-racing hero. Exi.sting 
obelisks, re.stiiig on tortoises, (one at each 
corner,) which stand upon .solid pedestals, 
served as the two goals, or turning points. 
Each is surmounted with the Florentine 
lily. The oval course must have been 
short, requiring .several “laps” to make a 
mile. There must have been many a break 
(low'll at the goal as the llyliig steeds made 
the turn for the final homo-stretch. 

The church .Santa Croce has a very plain 
exterior. Its roof is like a long barn roof. 
It was originally very plain Inside, a long 
nave with no side chapels, and iioap.se. 
'I’lie popularity of the Franciscans drew to 
it numerous families, w ho gave alms to the 
friars. Hence some of the mo.->t per- 
sonages of the inth century were buried 
there. Again take up Ruskiii’s “Mornings 
ill Florence,’’ and read of this church 
Let mo iiere (piote from Byron: 

“III Santa Croco’x holy pifciiicO, lie

.\lfierl’h monumeut was ereoted by Cano 
vu. 

Unquestionably the spot about which is 
clustered what Is of the greatest Interest is 
the square of the Cathedral, for hero in a 
oomparatively small space are the Cathe- 
dral, the Campanile, (or tower,) beside it, 
ami oiiposlte, the iiaptistery. Who sliall 
describe the Cathedral’* .Not 1. A book 
could be written without doing it full 
iustice. Ruskiii culls it "riie Vaulted 
Book.” You must be uontented, so fur as 
1 am eoncerned, with a few remarks about 
it. It was begun in I’Jtw by .\riiolfo di 
Cambio, w ho was commissioned to build 
the loftiest, most sumiduous edifi(‘u that 
human liiveiitioii could devise, or huiiuin 
lulmr execute.” Such was t lie will of the 
state. His coiicuplion was not fully real- 
ized. 'I'lie work was entrusted to tJlotto in 
|:{;$1. He erected the tower, and iHUitlnued 
the work on the Cathedial. After his 
(l(Uith, other sculptors were employed.

About the Duonio there is stir and 
strife at all times; crow'ds come and go, 
men buy and sell, lads laugh and fight.etc. : 
on the steps the boys play at (loiiiinoes, and 
woimui givetbeir children food, and merry- 
makers join in carnival fooleries, but tbure 
in the midst is the Duomo all unharmed, 
and undegraded, a iioeni and a prayer in 
one, its marbles .shining in the upper air, a 
thing so majestic in its strength, and yet so 
human in its tenderness, that nothing can 
assail and nothing eijual it. 

The Cam|ianilo of (Rotto stands where 
once was an oratory of S. Zonobeo. “All 
the characteristics of Dower and Beauty, 
and all in their highest possible relative 
degrees, exist, as far as I know, only in 
one building in the world, the Uampanile 
of (liotto,” says Ruskin. The bas-reliefs 
round the basement story w ere all designed 
by (liotto, w ho executed tho.se of sculpture 
and architecture; the rest were carried out 
by Luca della Robbia and Andrea Disano. 
The statues above are by Donatello. 

The Baptl.stery, called also S. (Rovanni, 
(St. John the Baptist) was once the cathe- 
dral. Its date is uncertain. It was coated 
with marble by Armdfo. but is believed to 
have been a temple of ^^ars. The gates on 
the south, made in Ri:i(» by Disano, are 
glorious. 'I’wenty large panels represent 
scenes in the life of John Baptist. Tlie 
northern gates, made in 1401 by Lorenzo 
CRiibesti, are only less beautiful. Of the 
eastern gates, (1447-14’2i») also by (Rilberti, 
Michael Angelo said they were worthy to 
be the gates of Daradise. 

Each gate is .surmounted by a group in 
broirzo, representing St. Jobn Baptist 
nreachlng to a Dharlsee and a Sudducee; 
The Baptism of Jesus, and the “Decolla- 
tion” of S. John Baptist. 

The interior is quite dark. It contains 
many objects of Interest, mosaics, fonts, 
tombs, a sarcophagus, etc. The iireseiit 
font replaces one brought from S. IJejmra- 
ta in 11’2H. This was a large basin for im- 
mersion, surrounded by smaller ones, one 
of which Dante broke wlien saving a child 
from drowning. Dante mentions the inci- 
dent in his Inferno Canto XIX-KJ. All 
the children born in Florence are Imiitized 
in the present font. A baptism may be 
seen there any day. 

Dll the cathedral s(iuare Is a .stone (now 
let into the w'all) inscribed “'I'asso di 
Dante.” [The Stone of Dante] where he is 
s:iid to have sat to ga'ze at tlie cathedral. 

I have done w ith saints and churches in 
Florence, but have a little to do w'ith a 
D(‘vil. It is a fine bronze devil made by 
(Rovanni da Bologna, and it is set low 
down on the corner of a house, marking 
the site of a pulpit from which Dietro Mar- 
tire exorci.sed the devil. 

.\nd now' I must leave Florence, Seat of 
Beauty. Thiiikiiig of it. this apple of g(d(l 
ill a basket of silver, I can partly appreci- 
ated would speak in no flippant mauner,i 
the rem|itation in the NYilderness, when 
t?ie world was oilered by Satan for one act 
of worship. Certain I am tliat many a man 
has yielded to a less temptation, and would 
grovel in the dust on liis knees forever, if 
on such terms he could secure from Satan 
even the half of Florence.

THE NEW CIIAKTEU 


At the hearing before the committee on 
cities at the .state hon.se on .Monday moi ir 
ing, upon the I'ropo.sed new charter for 
Newton, tlie cit) rcpresentetl by City 
Solicitor Slocum, who brielly outlined the 
changes proposed by certain citizen.s, and 
to which the city would interimse no ob- 
jections. 

The hearing was a very harmonious one, 
the only matter which occiusioned any dis- 
cussion being the amendment offered by 
Mr. Hollis, chairman of the .school commit- 
tee, whereby, the selection of sites and 
plans for school houses .sliouhl be deter- 
mined by the school committee. Ilis pro- 
position was, as stated In la.st week’s 
GiiAPnic, that the approval of the school 
committee must be obtained in all ca.ses be- 
fore anything couhl be done. 

Mr. Langford vigorously opposed this 
and presented a compromise, which was 
worded as follows:' “Whenever in the 
opinion of the school committee a school 
house is required or material alterations 
ore needed, it shall send a communication 
to the board of aldermen, stating the 
locality and the nature of the further pro- 
vision for schools which are needed; and 
no school house shall be located, built or 
materially altered, until the school commit- 
tee shall have been consulted us to the pro- 
posed location and plans, and liad full op- 
portunity to set forth their requirements.” 

The legislative committee desired to 
know if this would be accepted by those 
appearing for the city and calletl upon ex- 
Mayor liothfeld, the chaiimaii of the 
charter revision committee, who apitroved 
of the substitute offered by Mr. Langford, 
as a happy compromise. Mr. llollis there- 
upon withdrew his amendment, stating 
tliat if that was the only thing in the way 
of eomnlete harmony, he had no desire to 
stand out. 

The changes referre<l to by Mr. .Slocum 
were the re.sult of a meeting of the legisla- 
tive committee of the city council, ami 
several citizens, wlio objected to portions 
of certain sections. This committee, after 
careful consideration, submitted retlrafts of 
those sections, making minor changes, 
which in no way affected the es.sential 
principles upon which the new oliarter is 
ba.sed. 

Some of these changes arc, making the 
term of the school committee three years, 
as at present, instead of two years. 

2nd. Abolishing the office of puidiasing 
agent us a charter office and leaving the 
creation of such an office to a city ordi* 
nance. ^ 

:ird. Providing in section 12 that no ordi- 
nances consolidating the street department, 
the water department, or either of them, 
with iiny of the others, shall take effect, 
unless ratilie<l by the v<tters at a city elec- 
tion. In the <lraft presented to the legisla- 
ture, this mutter of eonsolidalion was left 
wholly with the board of aldermen. It re- 
muiiis as framed, with the excepti«jn of tiie 
three departments nume<l. the ide^i being, 
that a board of imblic works, or a single 
commission might be created to manage 
tlie.se three departments, and If so, it w<»uld 
bo .so great a change that it would be wij.e 
to get the verdict of the people, bebire it 
should be carried into effect. 

itli. Exempting acts of the school com- 
mittee from the veto p«jwer of the mayor. 
The may«»r already has two opportunities 
for interposing his veto, in the anmiul aii- 
propriutioii hill, sent to him for upprf»val, 
and upon the school exitciiditures as sent 
to him monthly for approval, and that is 
regarded as sufficient. 

■>th. 'I'he AsseSftor.s arc to fiuve a three 
years' term as at pre.vMd, instead of hoP!- 
ing office during good behavior. 

• ith. Tlie method ol action on the iinnual 
appropriation bill is wisely ilianged >o 
that iobtiiud of having the mayor present a 
bill which shall stand unless two-tliirds of 
the aldermen vote against it, to having the 
mayor pre.seiit the needs of the clepait- 
ments, \\ith ids recoiniiicndations, after 
widi'h the uldenncii cun u|)|trove by a ina- 
jorily vote, a- at present, and the Mayor 
can exercise bin veto piiwer. 

.Section 22 is changed so that appoint- 
ment ot police officer.- ami liremen is in.ide 
by the chiefs cif tli>; lespe* . .ve depuit- 
inenth, snliject to tin: approval of the 
mayor. This is us the Coinmission provid- 
ed in their report to the city council, and is 
the proper inethod. 

Section prohibited the board ot alder- 
men, or any member or eominittee thereof, 
from directly or indirectly taking part in 
(be einploynicnt of labor, tin- expenditure 
of (lUblic inoiiey, the niuUio.' nl i-^nitiacts, 
etc , etc. TId- i= changed by .'Hiking out 
the words “board of uldenncii," hi- it was 
tcared, under the .-.action a-, reported, it 
iniglit be coiisti ueil that the board of uldci- 
inen would have no power to hhoo i . p.. 
for u public building or in any way iiuve 
any chance to deteriidne its loeutiun or 
plans. The pic^. iit evils in udminisliuii<Jii 
ai ise fiuin ii responsible coniinittee mai. 
ugeiiient, and this Is cared lor cquall) us 


well under the amended form. Then .some 
additions were made to certain sections, 
ami two sections ndileil, all of which mat- 
ter Is provided hy statute or Is non-essen- 
tial and matter of cour.se anyway. The 
Fommlsslon and City Connell purposely 
I omittivl all that was eareil for hy general 
law, .so that the eharter might be eoneise 
and brief, hut the few additions are not ob- 
, jeetlonable, if any citizens think them <le- 
sirable. 

In brief, the charter 1ms met the approval 
I of the great body of citizens who have 
studied Its provisions, and the few changes 
made In no way weaken It, If they do not 
' greatly strengthen It. 

The foundation principles of the com- 
plete separation of legislative and execu- 
I five functions and powers, and the ostab- 
1 li.shment of a one boanl government re- 
I main ns originally planned, and to thc.se 
[ important provisions not a word of objec- 
1 tion has been made. 

j We believe that it Is now certain that 
through the wi.se and fair handling of this 
I matter hy tbo.se who were entrusted with 
the ta.sk of revision, that the citizens next 
November will approve of the charter, and 
that the next important duty will be the 
selection of a mayor and board of aldermen 
competent to innngnrnte the new condition 
of thing.s. Tliis will be (piite as serious a 
matter as the adoption of the charter iL 
self. Their re.sponslbilities will be great, 
especially that of the Mayor, and it goes 
I without saying, that he .should be a man of 
! wide experience in city affairs, one whose 
' litness has been demonstrated hy actual 
{ trial, and who has tact enough and inde- 
pendence sufficient to get the new machine 
! in smooth, working order. Only the best 
1 will do, and in fact every one .seems to 
recognize this, and the man for the place 
Is already in the minds of most of our cltl- 
; zens, and it is not at all necessary to nien- 
j tion his name, especially as he has had the 
^ most prominent part in revising the chart- 
I er and securing its adoption. 


j M.vyoh Soktwf.i.l of Cambridge has 
I appointed Mr. A. 1). S. Bell for park eom- 
j missioner, vice Henry D. Yerxa, resigned. 

Cambridge will thus gain the services or 
! a very piiblic-sprited man, as there Is 
I probably no (jnestion that the appoint- 
ment will be coniirined by the Cam- 
bridge alderman. Such men as Mr. Hell 
are needed in public office, and his many 
friends in Newton think that Cambriilge is 
to be congratulated. Mr. Hell was former- 
ly one of Newton’s most prominent and 
public-spirited citizens, and he was iden- 
tified with our greatest inprovement, the 
new boulevard, which has alreaily added 
so much to the taxable property of the city 
He, with Mr. Dana Estes, Judge Low- 
ell ami Judge Hishop presented the city 
government with a comprehensive scheme 
for a system of boulevards to extend across 
the city north and south, east and west. 
As a result the boulevard commission was 
appointed, and substantially along the 
1 lines reconunendedlby Mr. Hell, Common- 
wealth avenue boulevard was laid out at 
an expense of about 82,00(^,000. 

Mr. Hell was a liberal contributor of 
land to further the plan of boulevards ami 
also contributed considerable money in 
the settlement of land damages. He is an 
extensive real estate owner in Newton, 
ami he served for four years in the school 
board of this city, and two years as chair- 
man. 


Last year there was a good deal of com- 
plaint of broken glass in the streets, 

! especially around the telephone and tele- 
' graidi pides, and the pieces of broken in- 
' sulators were csjiecially ajit to cut the feet 
of horses and dogs, and to puncture bicycle 
tires. Whether the same condition of 
I things will prevail this year, will depend 
i on the action of our city council. In Provi. 
<lcnce, they have. pa.ssed an ordinance for 
the arrest, without a warrant, of anyone 
' throwing glass into the street. The chief 
j of police has also added to this a scheme 
; that will probably .secure the enforcement 
of the law, as any offiuer who allow.'! any 
broken glass to remain on the streets with- 
i in his beat, for 21 hours, will be suspended 
! and lined. The chief thinks that the officers 
j will prefer to arrest those throwing glass 
i in the street, rather than siiend the whole 
I day in picking up the pieces. This is re- 
i spectfully referred to our city council ami 
; Chief Hiehard.soii, its worthy of imitation. 

! Ex-Mavou Hothi fld has effected a 
i settlement with the three largest claimants 
for damages, under the grade crossing act. 
These arc II. II. Hunt, whoso property was 
i nearly Nv ijicd out, the Newton Associates, 
I whose block on Walnut street will have to

: made satislactor)’ to the railroad, and also 
1 practically to the claimants. 'I'liere re- 
, niaiii some score of other claims, all of 
which are lor coiiiparatively small 
amount.-'.

! for everybody who i.s on an important com- 
mittee is in haste to see its work completed 
so as to make lliml report. Hy the rules, 

I this llnnl report on all matters should ho 
j nmd«‘ today, hut of eonr.se in the ease of 
' such a committee as that of Mr. I’iekard, 

I imdropolitan affairs, this Is impossible. 

: T'here still remain 4 S matters to bo heard, 
notwithstanding everything wlilch could 
I he has been referri'd to other coniinittoes. 

! It is needless to say that many of the larger 
j committees have not had as many as 4H 
I matters referred to them all the session, 
but there is nothing to he done but to keej) 
on giving lu'arings until they are all dls- 
po.sed of. The fact that the eominittee has 
given hearings daily during all those weeks 
only covers part of the work, for there 
must he executive sessions, in which the 
several matters heard must bo digested, 
discussed, and disposed of. It w'ould ho a 
wonder If they were all reported correct- 
ly, though there is small doubt that each 
has been hone.stly dealt with. 

The committee to which ^Ir. Hayward 
belongs, banks and banking, has done ns I 
predicted, reported upon everything re- 
ferred to It. Two of Its reports were re- 
committed, hut this is not an nnnsual oc- 
currence, and in those ca.ses there was a 
good deal at stake. One bill referred to 
i the capitalization of safe deposit, loan and 
j trust companies, and the other to the capi- 
talization of such concerns. There has 
I been a growMng feeling for .some time, tliat 
the trust companies were not only rivals of 
the savings banks of the Commonwealth, 
but of the national banks— in fact, tliat 
with the exception of the issue of money, 
they were practically state banks. Doing 
so general a banking business, it has been 
felt that it should n<»t be as easy as It is for 
them to be formed, and so these bilks w ere 
formulated, one to provide that instead of 
a comimny being dependent simply on the 
easy whim of a legislative committee for 
their corporate existence, they .should be 
compelled to go to the .-savings bank com- 
; mi.ssloners, familiar with the conditions in 
every tow'ii, or having at their cominami 
peculiar facilities for ascertaining, and also 
familiar with the tinancial condition of 
every savings bank which is to have com- 
petition, and convince them of the necessi- 
ty of the institution before the charter i.s 
granted. The other bill raises the lowest 
limit of capital, so that a trust company 
shall have adequate resources for the im- 
portant line of business it takes up. The 
objections to the bills were largely in their 
form. When certain perfecting amend- 
ments have been added, to make clearer 
the intent of the legislation, the bills will 
I again be debated, and the debate w’ill 
probably be a hot one, for these bills do 
not .suit the purposes of certain individuals 
who have an eye to future operations. 
Senator Hin-wood, from his own aeouaint- 
ance with the subject, or through a irieml- 
ly interest in his friend from New’ton, ha.s 
shown a particular disposition to support 
these measures, and that means a great 
deal for them in the upper branch. To il- 
lustrate the necessity 1 need only say that 
a short time ago the writer was urged to 
have the plates of a book, in which he was 
interested, altered in the next edition, so as 
to eliminate the fact that the person who 
asked the request was then president of a 
defunct trust company. At the very time 
the request was made, the man who made 
it was president of a second trust company, 
which was in the hands of a receiver. It 
was not that the individual was not capa- 
j ble of doing large things, f' r he had iniwle 
j a good deal of money by his operations, 
j but larger capital would have prevented 
, the wrecking of each institution. 

T'he committee on election laws seems 
! determined to give the McTamnmny voting 
I machine every chance, against the idea) 
ballot box of Mr. Adams’ invention, or any 
I other device. So it Is going to Worcester 
j to lind for itself what the feeling there I.s 
! in regard to it, after a practical experience

any ntborof the men and women who have 
done .soi^ ico ns memhors of the boanl of 
lunacy and chniTty. There will he a chil- 
dren’s department, a hoard of in.sanlty, and 
a hoard of charities. The commission has 
prolltcd hy the view of Alden Si>earn ami 
others, and recommends that the word 
•‘Innncy” he no longer u.sed to designate a 
eommisslon or asylum. It has also made 
many startling .suggestions, such as that all 
settlements he lo.st prior to' ISIm. No settle- 
ments have been lost or defi'ated In this 
state since 175*4. As the hoard also reeom- ! 
mends that the law he .so changed that a i 
residence of throe years shall gain a sidtle- 
nuMit, with neither tlie i>iiymonf of a poll 
or other tax, it does not ai*pear that there ; 
Is any hardship in the idea. The reason 
I.nCm is chosen Is that the legislature of that 
year passed a good deal of logi.slation ri*- , 
ferrlng to .settlements of .soldiers, which It 
did not seem fair or advi.sahle to disturb. ' 
'I'hen the board recommends that no more 
lines ho imposed for simple drunkenness, 
for the reason that in a large number of 
cases the culprit i.s nnabh* to pay the line 
and Is sent to jail or the house of eorrootlon 
to work it out, his family being thus de- 
prived of his work in .supporting them, 
while the man is really being punished for 
his poverty rather than his ofience. One- 
halt the imprisonments In the state today - 
are for this offence. The idea of the com- ! 
mission is, that when a drunkard Is Im- | 
prisoned it .shall either bo hecaiiso ho is 
dangerous to the community or forpurpo.sos 
of reformation. Then another suggestion 
i.s the old one of the transferring of the 
jalks and houses of correction to state con- 
trol. I do not snpnose tliat there is a coun- 
ty whore such action would ho more op- 
po.sed than Middlesex, but when one comes 
to look at the matter soberly, there are 
abundant reasons for the change. It would 
enable Commissioner Ward and his as.socl- 
atos to deal with the prison labor question 
in a inucli more practical way, and there ] 
could he a great saving of expense. Hut so . 
many local Interests come In, that it will be | 
a matter of time. It over, before the change 1 
I.s accomplished. Another raflical change 
suggested by the commission, is the removal 
of all insane from alm.shoiises to state In- 
stitutions, and their .support by the Com- 
monwealth. There are now thirteen hun- 
dred of these, four being the nninber in 
the Newton almshouse. As the cities and 
towns now have to pay for the support of 
their in.sane, the tendency is to board them 
out, or ktiej) them in alm.shouses, where 
they are not violent, thus preventing all 
jiossible (‘hance of recovery in cases of 
acute, rather than chronic Insanity.

Not only did he seem 
to have something hidden under his coat, 
the alleged stolen papers, but his pocket 
bulged in a manner that denoted that the 
call-bell was not far from that locality. In 
fact officer Herbert Florence, w ho is sexton 
of the church w hen off duty, heard the bell 
jingle while in Lovell’s pocket, but thought 
nothing of the matter at the time. Mr. 
Herbertstein of Kneeland street, alias Mr. 
Walter (Tleveland, testified that the de- 
fendant hail paw ned the bell at his store 
soon after and that he had given him fifty 
cents for the same, instead of thirty-five as 
he had intended. The rankling of the fift- 
teen extra cents in the heart of the w it- 
ness, caused him to start in on a most 
eloquent address to the court, but before he 
could finish he w’as stopjied by the judge. 
Mr. W. B. Boright also testified that ho 
had seen Lovell w ith the call-bell on his 
bicycle, and that he had also seen the ashes 
from the burning Home (Jnards coming 
from the chimney of Lovell’s house. 'I'lie 
w itness had collected some of these ashes 
and presented a box to the court as evi- 
(ieuco. 'I'he chief witness for the prosecu- 
tion w’as Mr. R. E. ('obb w ho te.stified tnat 
shortly after the larceny, he had called at 
the defendants house and had there found 
copies of the stolen papers posted on the 
walls. He had pulled a portion of these 
copies off a picture of ‘‘Little Egypt,” by 
the wav, and presented the same to the 
court. The court ’.s case having been filed 
the defence was jiresented by a number of 
w’ltne.s8es, Dwight Woodbury, Newton 
Lucas, Miss .May Lewisand others testified 
to tho good character of Lovell ami their 
doubts of the truth charged againts him. 

I 'I'he counsel for thedefendant,Mr. Ilowanl, 
made a most elo(|uent appeal for the 
prisoner, stating his many good character- 
' Istics, etc. .At the close of his plea all tho 
! testimony on both sides being in and tho 
examining Justices Folsom and Chase 
having concluded their examination, tho 
ca.se was turned over to the jurv, a body of 
young ladles. At the close of the charge of 
tho pro.secutlng attorney and .Judge Day, the 
latter delivered a mouse trap containing a 
live mou.se to the forewoman of that body, 
remarking that bethought it would assist 
them in making their lieliberations on the 
case shorter than tho.'-e of the average jury. 
He was riglit in his surmise, the jury find- 
ing the prisoner guilty in a remarkably 
short space of time. A note having been 
received that Lovell had, previous to his 
liresent misconduct, been sentenced for lib* 
on another charge by Rev. .Mr. I’rudden, 
.Judge Day ordered that ho be turneil over 
to his jailer for safe keeping without im- 
position of further penalty. 'I'he court 
adjourned at ‘.>.:to by the court officer.

Single Tax Class and Club. 

'I'he twenty-fourth regular meeting was

Mr. Fillebrown reported as having 
spoke at the North Avenue Univer.salist 
church in Cambridge on Sunday, Feb. 28, 
and at Providence, H. I., before the Muni- 
cipal League on Friday evening. Mar. 5. 

Progress »fc Poverty Book 1 1, cha))ters 1 
and 2, were taken up for con.sideratlon and 
the balance of the book, chapters :5 and 4 
assigned for next meeting, when a synop- 
sis of the whole four chapters of the book 
Is promised, covering the one special sub- 
ject of the Malthusian theory. 

The following were enumerated as the 
benefits sure to come from the Single 'Fax 
as summarized by Mr. Shearman in .Natural 
'i'axatlon : 

“'Fhe adoption of natural taxation would 
obviously relieve the great mass of the 
people from all taxes uml tax-burden.i 
whatever, except rent, which they now- 
pay in addition to taxes. It would put an 
end to that artificial concentration of 
wealth 111 tlie hands of a few, which is now’ 
making such rapid iirogress. Wlille leav- 
ing natural inecpialitles in human skill, in- 
telligence, industry, and productive power 
to produce their natural effects, lu moder- 
ate Ineipuilities of wealth, it would gradu- 
ally remove those unnatural and monstrous 
ineipuilities which now exist, with no bene- 
fit to anyone and with vast injury to .so- 
ciety as a whole. It would put a premium 
upon improvement and industry, by re- 
lieving them from double taxation, while 
it w’ould lay .such burdens unoninere “dogs 
in the manger" as w’ould drive them into 
productive Industry. It would secure t • 
the owner of every product of human in- 
dustry and skill an absolute and indefeasi- 
ble title to such property, .so that it could 
not be taken from him, even for taxes, 
without full compensation for its market 
value; a title therefore, far superior to any 
which can now be held by any human be- 
ing. It would Increase the demand for 
human labor in the production of goo«l 
things for human u.se, to the utmost possi- 
ble limit, thus causing a general ri.se in 
wages of at least 50 per cent., and more 
probably lou per cent. It would relieve 
wages from all nresent forms of taxation, 
thus increasing tlie net income of laboier.s, 
at once and forever, by at least 15 per cent 
more. Whether times were goml or 1 a I. 
wages high or low, the net income of every 
laborer would always be at least 1.5 per 
cent, higher tlian it could possibly be under 
the present sy.stem, at similar period.s. 

“It would euc(»urage capital to free in- 
vestment, by relieving it Irom all fear of 
punishment for eiit* rprise, umler the name 
of taxation. It would solve the .\nierican 
currency problem by opening banks of <le- 
posit ill every iio(»k and corner, free of 
taxation, thus giving to every farmer i»re- 
'.•isely the same facilities for exchange as 
are enjoyed by the wealthiest merchant or 
manufiudurer, and making a large supidy 
of either coin or notes suuei lluoiis. It 
would largely retluce the share of taxes 
paid by farmers, because their share of 
ground rent is siiiailer than is that of other 
landowners, while it would iiotinerea.se 
the present burdens upon residents of 
towns and cities, since thev would pay 
nothing but rent, and that tliey pay now , 
ill addition to taxes. It would remove all 
shackles from commerce, trade, manufac- 
tures, agriculture, and industry of every 
kind, giving them a stimulus such a.s they 
liave never known. It would throw oneii 
to all men some land upon which they 
could make a living without retpiiring 
them to invest any capital in its purchase, 
and at 110 grmter rent than thev ixmld rea- 
sonably afiord to pay. It would tlieref<»ie 
enormously increase the production and 
wealth of the nation while securing a fair, 
though not literally equal distribution of 
tliat wealth. It w ould reform goveriinient 
by lifting the masses out of the degrading 
conditions which make them an easy prey 
to C4»rrut)t iutlueiUH‘8, by removing all 
temptation to fraud in mutters of taxaiitm. 
and by destroying the chief iiidiU'tmient.s 
to the corruption of legislatures and conn 
cils. It would not at once make men 
im»rul. industrious, or intelligent, it would 
not give to any man a dollar which In* did 
not mill for himself, it would not open .u>y 
“royal roads ’ to wealth, for “royal” way.' 
are ways of idleness. But it would open 
fair and eiiuul opportunities to men of 
e<|ual capacity and industry, and it w ould 
remove nearly all uititiciul hindiunue.s to 
the success of the honest, intelligent, and 
industrious. "

So long as things are us 
they are, tlie legislature must pass upon 
every rpiestion w hicli alTeets more than one 
place in the district, and as it seem.s to be 
neces.sary to double committees so often to 
hear matters which the general court is not 
willing to tni.st to the metropolitan all'aii s 
committee alone, a hearing by a body com- 
posed of tho entire Hoston and suburban 
members or committees from it,miglit meet 
the ca.se. Tliis matter is no joke. Some- 
thing has got to be done, or else the legisla- 
ture will sit uontinuonsly. 

The New’ton charter liaving been unani- 
mously reported by the committee on cities, 
it is expected to have clear sailing through 
the two branches, unless Mr. Pierce of Mil, 
ton should conclude to have it umonded- 
when a harmless debate may ensue. 'The 
fact that a committee of citizens has labored 
long and faithfully upon a charter and at 
last bus come to see eye to eye with one 
another and w’ith the legislative committee 
on cities has no etl'ect on a man w'ith 
theories, and if there is anything in that 
bill which .Mr. Pierce does m>t like, the 
house has come to know that it must ex- 
pect an olVort to change it. Probably some- 
thing might be gained by asking him to 
look it over beforehand', if it were nothing 
more than time. 

As near as 1 can find out the only thing 
that w’ill .save the metropolitan park appro- 
priation tills year will ue a conviction on 
the jiart of the committee on ways and 
means that the money will lie in incliially 
used on the Cliarles River reclamation and 
adornment. Tliat bill whicli was so hur- 
riedly pas.sed last year, which iirovided 
that nil work .should bo liiiislied up prior 
to llteo, was a very mischievou.s measure. 
'The town of Brookline, wliich seems to 
aspire to have more inlluenee tluin Hoston 
in Beacon Hill all'airs tills year, seems to 
believe tliat there is virtue in that law. It 
is strenuously oppo.sed to any cliange in it, 
and in fact tlioiigli its repeal lias been 
a.sked this year, members of tlie metropoli- 
tan atVair.'' committee, as w'ell as some on 
tlie ways and means eommiitee, seem to 
feel tliat as tlie towns and cities in tlie dis- 
trict liavo come to believe tliere will bo no 
assessment up«m tliem tills year ami for 
two years to come, it is lietter to leave it us 
it is. Each committee is waiting for tlie 
otlier. 'I'iie committee on ways and iiieuns 
liii.s one measure and tlie metropolitan 
utlairs committee tlie otlier. 'i’In; lirst com- 
mittee will not report on either until tlie 
otlier is submitted to it, but the logic of tlie 
situation points to a practical refu.sal to 
have anytliing done until the work now on 
hand is linished up. 'Tiie re|)ort of the 
commission, however, treats the Cluirles 
River matter as work tli it is in process and 
tliat must be further outlined and entered 
upon in order tliat tlie various cities and 
towns can proceed with other local im- 
provements. 'This may and pndialily will 
make it possible to get an agrccineiil of tlie 
two committees 011 a bill wliicli sliall prat;- 
tically stipulate tliat most of tlie money ex- 
pended sliull be on tlie river. 

Senator Harwood probably eanie as near 
voting for a liquor measure .Monday as lie 
ever will. It wu.s not so iniicii a question 
of liquor as of equity. 'The bill was one 
to |)rovl<le for tin; jmymeiit of tlie value of 
an nnexttired liquor lieeii.se fee to the 
widow or family of a licensee wlio may 
liave died. KurJy in tlie year tie* senate 
set its fac.j resolutely against missing a | 


lue sea.son, had not Mr. McCarthy of 
Charlestown been temnted to put in a bill 
to lU’ovide for an Immediate termination of 
the work of the body. It was this bill 
wliich from a far away city, William A. 
Simmons was watching for. Ho journej’ed 
for ir»(K) miles, so as to be at the hearing 
and tell what he knew about that ns.sucia- 
tion. The ro.sult has been the biggest 
hornet’s nest of tho year, and as Mr. Sim- 
mons could not remain in Ho.ston forever, 
and Mr. Coolidge was in possession of all 
the facts of which he had knowledge, there 
was nothing to ho done but call upon him 
for the advice and information needed. 
He gave it cheerfully on Monday, though 
with a very din'erent air from his attiti de 
before the railroad committee, and as a re- 
sult the committee and tho spectators were 
edilied. When the war is over the policy 
holders of that mysterious association will 
have particular reason to think grutofully 
of Mr. Coolidge, the Importance of whose 
work in securing them a vote and voice in 
the iilTiiirs of the company will probably be 
realized by very few. What he is working 
for is a meeting of policy holders at an 
early date, and it looks as though he would 
get It. 

Mr. Hayward and Mr. rickard exchanged 
the cares of tho legislative session for the 
pleasure and profit of the Congregational 
Cliih, after the adjournment Monday night. 

Mr. I’ickard yielded to the arguments of 
some of the friends of the separation of the 
public institutions of Hoston tliis week, 
and thougli he voted to report leave to 
withdraw in the committee and then con- 
sented to have the matter tabled when it 
reached the hou.se, on the ground that it 
was well to wait the report of the special 
commission on charities and correction, he 
did not feel that he was justified, after 
that report came out, in longer holding 
that a separation was inadvisable. 'The 
Ho.ston members, some of them, made a 
very strong elTort to get all the members 
from that vicinity in line against the bill, 
but it seems to me tliat Mr. Pickard showed 
very great good sense in refusing to make 
tliis a party measure. It was a mutter of 
administration, and the theory of what 
course was wisest, and any attempt to 
throw it down because it was favored by 
Mayor (Quincy was a narrow view indeed. 

Unless .something very delinite is done at 
an early date, ('apt. Hamlin will be unable 
to go to the Tennessee Centennial. Mr. 
Pierce of Milton, having got the bill 
amended so as to tnovide that only the 
governor and six of his stall' shall attend, 
of course one of that same stall' would be 
Adiutant Gen. Dalton, who never fails to 
make an Impression equal to half an army. 
With councillors attending, the duty of the 
executive clerk to go too would seem to be 
evident. However, the captain may be 
more disposed to stay at home than travel 
about that time, anyway. 

Altlimigh Newton’s petition for the right 
to mamifactnre gas and electricity was re- 
ceived with .so little hospitality on Beacon 
Hill, and was permitted to be withdrawn 
with .so much celerity, municipal gas 
projects are not without friends in the 
senate at least, where a bill to permit cities 
and towns to light their own buildings has 
been substituted for the manufactures’ 
committee’s adverse rejiort.

To t1i(* Kclltor of tho Grnj»hlc 
Tho oxtrnonllnary ntUiok which your 
correspondent, "X. Y. nmkes upon 

our hospitnl iniRht be passed over in silence 
if It wore tlie work of an iKUorant person. 

It apparently emanates, however, from an 
intelligent source, and perhaps some words 
in reply may be in order. 

A hospital is necessarily a very expensive 
institution. It may he regarded as a luxury 
or as a humane necessity, according to tho 
standpoint of those who are calculating tho 
••ost. Viewing it from either side it is 
worth alt tho expemllturo involveil. 'I'ho 
contributors may bo divided Into two 
classo.s, tho.se who give their time, and 
those who give their money. Tho trustees, 
the Indies of the Aid Association and the 
physicians ami surgeons give their time; 
the public gives the money. Many individ- 
uals may be found in both of the.se two 
general divisions. It is impossible to cal- 
culate tho value of tho services which are 
freely given to the work of the hospital. 
Some dim conception of their value may be 
gained by reading tho names of the ofllcers 
and trustees. Their time commands a high 
price in tho markets of tho world, but costs 
the hospital nothing. 

The public gives generously of its money 
to carry on the work. To w horn is the 
money given? To tho trustees? (’ortainly 
not. To the medical staff? Hy no meaus. 
'rhen who should entertain this feeling of 
gratitude for favors upon which your corre- 
spondent insists? Primarily tlie patients 
themselves, someof w'hom are grateful,and 
some are not. This is tho way with the 
beneficiaries of all charities. Part of this 
burden of gratitude may bo carried by all 
hou.seholders who realize how they are 
saved from the meiiaoe of contagious 
diseases when their own servants are 
stricken, whom they cannot care for in their 
ow’n homos, and whom they will not turn 
into the streets. A part of this gratitude 
may be felt by the city itself, because this 
noble example of Christian civilization 
flourishes within its borders, called by its 
name, fed by its money, and served with 
the energy and skill of its sons and daugh- 
ters. 

Doubtless the managers of the hospital 
w'ould rejoice to make it free to all if that 
wore possible. Many of the trustees, as in- 
dividuals, contribute largely to its funds. 
In their corporate capacity they can expend 
only the money which is contributed. That 
this money has been given liberally is glad- 
ly conceded: but even these large funds 
are insufllcient for the work of the hospital. 
It neces.sarily follows that those patients 
who can pay for their board ami nursing 
must be asked to do so. It is incomprehen- 
sible how anyone can object to a financial 
plan which merely .seeks to obtain tho 
money which must be had if all who apply 
for treatment are admitted. 

Cases of accident are freijusnt in our 
.streets. Imagine the confusion which 
would result if such cases must be cared 
for in the homes adjacent to the accidents. 
Contrast tho beautiful simplicity and efll- 
ciency of tho present arrangement by which 
a telephone message at once sets in motion 
all the the forces of enlightened pliilan- 
throphy for the poor unfortunate— and the 
question w-hether the hospital is worth 
what it costs our citizens is answered by a 
consideration of this one department of its 
work. 

The statements which your correspon- 
dent makes in relation to the nurses trained 
here are quite surprising. It is true that 
the number of pupil nurses is limited; for 
it is the policy of the institution to receive 
into its training school only such members 
as can be well trained in a hospital of this 
size. More miaht be received were it not 
that the hospital will not send out any 
partially trained nur.ses, or those who have 
iiad insufllcient iiractical experience. To 
discuss the relations w hich a nurse .should 
sustain to her patient and the physician in 
charge, would require too much space here. 
Tho whole subject has been ably treated by 
an experienced physician of Newton in an 
address to the graduating class of and 
may be read in the annuai report of the 
hospital issued in IKSHi. A word may be 
.said, however, in defence of the attain- 
ments of the nurses trained here. No ex- 
perienced educator can read tho answers 
to tho (piestions put to successive graduat- 
ing classes, without being ainuzv‘d at the 
amount of technical edmation acquired by 
these young women iii theinttr.als of 
arduous practical work. Such proficiency 
is possible only when applicants for admis- 
sion are required to show evidence of con- 
siderable preliminary education, as is the 
case hero. When graduated these nurses 
have acquired a high ilegree of prac.tical 
efliciency if we may believe the testimony 
of many comnetent witnesses. This para- 
graph lines but scant justice to the graduates 
who bravely meet appalling emergencies 
and bring tlie comfort of a trained Intelli- 
gence to many troubled homes. 

That their services command a good re- 
niuneraiion Is surely no discredit to tho 
hospital, nor does that institution receive 
any part of their .salaries. It is to be lioped 
that they are large enough to encourage 
some saving for the future; which is neces- 
sary in the case of members of a profession 
whoso duties are so exacting us to early 
break down the strength of those under- 
taking tliem. Vet the hospital does fur- 
nish, to the people of Newton, trained 
nursing at a reduced price by sending out 
its pupil nurses whenever it is possible to 
spare them from work in the wards. 

The physicians are included in the criti- 
cism of your correspondent, w ho feels that 
the hospital is bestowing favors upon 
them. The present writer has been for 
years on the medical stall, and eniuys giv- 
ing his services to further tho w ork of this 
noble charity. He is not conscious, however, 
of receiving favors from the hospital, nor is 
the hospital indebted to him for his humble 
services. The hosiiital is the mcilium 
through which the physician hopes to ex- 
change his work for some of the treasure 
which may be laid up in heaven. He some- 
times feels that hospital service, added to 
his own private duties, is too much for his 
time and strength ; but he remains in the 
work, becau.se he desires to do some good 
in the world, and hero is an oiiportunity 
for disinterested work on behali of suffer- 
ing humanity. 

Tills rejoinder has been made us brief as 
possible in order to avoid trespassing upon 
the space in your valuable paper. An ade- 
quate and exhaustive reply to the iminfs 
raised by your correspondent would till 
several columns, and would perhaiis serve 
no butter than this, to correct erroneous 
impressions which some of vour readers 
may have received. It is for them tliat the 
above has been written and not for the in- 
struction of “X. Y. Z.,” who can hardly bo 
so ill-informed us to really ineun all that 
w us ashurlud and iiniilied in your issue of 
last week.

Another Woman's View of the Newton 
Hospital Nurses. 

Tn tl )0 Kditor of tlio OliACllli' ; - 

Your correspondent “X. Y. Z.” has an 
ImprcRsion of nurscR from tho Newton 
Cottage Hospital, gathered from her ex- 
perience, so different from my own, that I 
should like to give another “woinan’s 
view.” 

I have had in my family two luipil 
nurses, wdio were apparently of the class 
to which ‘‘X. Y. Z.” referred, whose pay, 
twelve dollars a week, and not three dollars 
a day, as she stated, went to the hospital. 

Those women had not finished their 
training, but were in no sen.se inexperi- 
enced. They wore, it is true, of foreign 
nationality, one a Nova Scotian and one 
from .Scotland, Imf wore ladles In every 
respect, and w'ith a devotion to duty un- 
excelled In my experience with nurses. 
And 1 have had the "kind-hearted, mother- 
ly” woman too, and fully appreciated her 
care. 

I have also had one nurse, who had 
graduated from tho Newton hospital, and 
who was In every way satisfactory. Her 
pay, three dollars a day, belonged to her- 
self, and not to the hospitnl. 

In contrast with those I have had ex- 
nerieiioe with several nurses trained in a 
leading llo.ston Hospital, who while in 
every way understanding their profession, 
were not as ready, ns I have found tho 
Newton nurses, to do for the natient’s 
comfort many little things, which they 
considered beyond tho line of their duty. 
In one case an outside person had to be 
hired at two dollars an hour to do the rub- 
bing, which tho Newton nurses consider 
a part of tlioir work This difTerence I 
attrihuted to tho superiority in tho training 
at Newton. 

It would be agreeable to us all if efilcieut 
nurses could bo had at a less price, but in 
this respect tho New ton nurses do not 
difTor from graduates of other hospitals. 

\Ve should also welcome tho establish- 
ment of free disnensarie.s, and of courses 
of lectures to public school children. 

It must he remembered, however, that 
the hospital is not making money, but is 
trying to wisely spend what wo give it, 
and will, I have no doubt, be glad to lend 
Its experience to any good work of this 
kind, w'hen the people of New’ton are 
ready to furnish the means.

A Reply to X. Y. Z. 

To the Editor of tho Grnpliic 
The article written by X. Y. Z. in last 
week’s (Juaimiic shows so plainly that tho 
writer Is harboring a delusion, or rather 
many, that it seems meet for one who 
knows to set her right. 

X. Y’. Z. speaks of the generosity of 
Newton people toward the hosjiital. Fur 
be it from me to deny that fact. Their 
hearts and hands have ever been open to 
help in every way and the hospital appre- 
ciates the cheerful, kindly aid it has re- 
ceived. 

Poor people arc and always have been 
treated and cared for free of charge if 
necessary, and as faithfully as if they w’ere 
paying thirty dollars a week. 

As to the obtaining of nurses, when 
needed, it is hardly fair to expect the hos. 
pital to suppiy more than the number it 
contains. Unfortunately, a nur.se cun be 
in but one place at a time and even a hos- 
pital has limitations as to numbers. 

A pupil nurse’s price Is tw elve dollars a 
week, not twenty, and nurses are not sent 
in families until they have had proper 
training for their work. 

As to foreign nationality, it seems a small 
matter where a nurse was born if she 
understands her work and does it. Df 
course we Americans "are tho people, and 
wisdom will die with us,” Imt the writer 
has di.scovered that peo|>leof other nations 
liave, either by contact with us or in some 
incomprehensible w’ay, aciiuired a little 
knowledge and do possess a few good 
qualities. 

Having been associated for .some years 
with these same foreigners, the writer has 
seen tlieir noble w ork and faithful care of 
our sick. She also knows how generously 
their money is spent to help our poor and 
how warm and true are their he<rts. 

X. . Z. must have very superior 
domestics if Newton nurses are little above 
them, as a liberal education is one of the 
reijuirements for entering Newton Hos 
pital Training School, and two-thirds of the 
graduates from this hospital are also 
graduates of Normal or High schools. 

Perhaps X. Y. Z. w ishes her nurse to 
also act us physician and thus earn her 
inuney. If so, doubtless one of those 
“kinif-hearted, experienced, motherly wo- 
men” would answer the pur|)ose and pre 
scribe freely without the physician’s 
advice. If she can only employ a “kind- 
hearted, experienced,” fatherly doctor who 
lias never studied medicine he w ill not 
object to help, but some way educated 
physicians believe that they know more 
about the treatment of diseases than nurses 
do. 

The Newton physicians have not 
“doubled their price.s,” but have simply 
set them a little nearer those of physicians 
in other large cities. 

X. Y. Z. says tliat the hospital has shown 
great favor to the physicians, who have 
made no return. .She is probably not 
aware that physicians of both schools give 
two months yearly to hospital service in 
this city, not because of tho experience 
they will gain, for they are men of known 
skill and wide practice, but for the public 
good. .She also forgets the one who for so 
long assumed tlie otlice of superintendent 
w ith its manifold duties and responsibilities 
wholly without roiiiunerution. 

To return to the subject of trained nurses, 
they are strikingly like tho rest of hu- 
niaiiity, imperfect and liable to mistakes. 
Yet they are, for the most part, earnest, 
conscientious workers.for monev it is true, 
and not for sciitiinont, but ready to do their 
duty to patients, iihysicians and hospital. 


Thankful for the Hospital.

criticism on our Newton Hospital, ns the 
article of X. Y. Z., which appeared In your 
issue of March l‘2th. 

It Is evidently written from the stand- 
point that the Hospital ought not to exist 
unless those who support it, whether 
private individuals or the city, lyiii ligiiie 
out a financial return to tliomselves equal 
to the last cent expended.

I believe most of the individ- 
uals who contribute think they are helping 
a charitable and useful work, ('’crtninly 
tho majority of the contributors believe the 
alValrs of the Hospital are heiiig wisely 
ami judiciously administered, or voluntary 
contribution would not grow year by year 
as it does. 

'The writer has no connection with the 
management of the Hospital, but feels 
compelled to publicly express what ho 
knows to bo the opinion of our citizens, as 
a whole, that the trustees who gratuitously 
give their time and the physicians who 
gratuitously give their services, are entitled ;

X. Y. Z. complains that it is only by luck 
you can obtain a nurse at the Hospital any- | 
way, and then strange to relate at the 
regular price. The public certainly is very 
foolish to engage nurses who are shown by 
X. Y. Z. to be so generally inenicient, and 
this lack of wisdom is not confined to our 
own locality, for several of these incompe- 
tent nurses w ho have graduateil from the 
Newton Hospital have been engaged in 
very responsible positions in hospitals in 
various parts of the country. 

We are told the patient iiays for it all. | 
Wliy shouUi ho not, unless X. Y. Z. or any ! 
one el.se will raise an endow inent fund of 
suniclent amount that the Hospital can 
furnish free nurses, free lectures, free dis- 
pensaries, etc., as suggested in the latter 
part of her article. • 

I pass over the self evident assertion 
that if there were no patients, there would 
be no hosjiital. 

The inference that it is no longer possi- 
ble, since the establishment of the Hospital 
“to find kind hearted, experienced, mother- 
ly women to come to the sick beds” is a 
.sad one, but fortunately not borne out by 
facts. Such women can never be “crow ded 
out” as long as the world exists. 

I believe most of my fellow citizens w ill 
agree withSme that while the Hospital man- 
agement may not be perfect any more than 
our own individual work is perfect, that 
they are thankful the Hospital is not “in 
Alaska.”

The Hospital Nurses. 

To thu Kditor (d tlie (iu \i-iiir: 

I noticed ill lust week's issue a eom- 
imiiiieutioii signed ”X. Y.Z.,” eommeiitiiig 
severely upon the Newton Hospital, and 
while not wlsliiiig to o|)eii a eoiitrovorsy 
or to east any liiHillcatioii upon the letter 
wliieli was doubtless written in good faith, 
still, in justice to the llttspltul 1 feel that 1 
am entitled to give my own very dilVereiit 
experience. I have hud during the past 
live years four dilleieiit nurses from the 
Hospital, each in uttendaiiee upon a critical 
case in my family. Fach was procured 
witboiit delay ana each prove<l herself 
tlioroiiglily coniDeleiit inullde|)urtniunts of 
her duty. As I have bud nurses from the 
Hegistry in Hoston I was enabltMl to 
criticise their work from a stand point of 
eonqtetency and if my own judgment bud 
been at fault I could still point to the 
voluntary eneomliim ot the attending 
nhysieiuii, who Is not connected witli the 
liospitul and w hu is one of Newton's lead- 
ing pliysiciuns. Tlie duties that these 
nurses hud to perform were piiitlciilurly 
arduous and trying and were perfornuHl in 
a tUorongbly competent niannur. 1 have 
slitoe been enabled to see work in the Hos- 
pital it.self which was on a pur with my 
home experience, and as 1 am not in any 
way ufilliuted with the institution, except 
us a citizen of Newton, 1 (eel that my 
testimony is eiitiieiy w ithoiit prejudice and 
that \. V. Z. must have hud a partieiilarly 
unfm tunutu expurleiiue, not ajmlicable to 
tlie nurses us a w hole. WAuna. 


The Newton Hospital. 

To the Editor of the (im]ihlc; 

If iuslead of sending that anonymous 
letter to tho Gkaphic last week the writer 
of it had visitetl the Hospital and had seen 
ami heard what I learned tliere la.st Friday 
afteriioou, she might have spared lier.self 
the mortirnatlou which comes to people 
when it finally dawns upon them that they 
have blundered. 

Without answering in detail tlie letter it 
will be sufiieieiit simply to de.scribe the 
condition of things at tlie Hospital last 
Friday. 

I found that there w-ere fifty-six persons 
under treatment that day, tiiid tliat ten 
piiysicians were in attendance, tlieir ser- 
vices being given, for the mo.st iiart, gratui- 
tously. Later in the afternoon four more 
doctors uume to attend the iiieetiiig of the 
executive committee, making fourteen doc- 
tors that one tlay. 

Six of the senior nurses liml broken 
down under the hard work, and tlie juniors 
litnl to be jmslied to take their places. 

Ill the maternity ward some very little 
iteople were bewailing their fate in being 
born into such a cuiiijdaiiiiiig, fault finding 
world as this, and some nurses were trying 
to console them. 

Down ill the contagious wards, which 1 
did not visit, there were fifteen patients re- 
({uiriiig the services of still more nurses. 

The matron, looking tired and anxious, 
wa.s hurrying from room to room, from bed 
to bed. WTio, iiiiiess for the love of God 
and for His .service, woiilil carry the bur- 
den tliat woman carries ilaily? 

It was u busy place. Tlie complaimiiit 
would liave seen at .once how lillhcult it 
was to spare nurses for outside duty. In- 
stead, lier womuiily sympathies would 
have prompted tlie .suggestion to send in 
more helpers for tho tired nurses them- 
.solves. 

Ill tlie course of the afternoon the re- 
ports of the liospital for tlie moiitli were 
read. Due tact loomed up luiglitly, and it 
was this: That witli a daily average of 
nearly .'ki |)e<q)le in tlie hospital last montli, 
tliere liad been but two deatlis. Tliis is a 
remarkable showing. Whatever else it In- 
diciites, it means tliat .skill and care liave 
been exercised. Hiit 1 suppo.soil tliat every 
one in Newton knew that lor elliciency our 
own iiospital iiolds a higli rank. 

At this meeting tlie secretary read tlie 
outline ot a circular wliich will soon be 
issued, and in it occurs tliis statement : 

Any resident of Newton can be admitted. 
If able to pay he is expected to pay some- 
tblng, from a few ilollurs upward. If lie 
cannot convenlenlly do this arruiigements 
arc made for bis free treatment. 

Wlion it is known tliat tiioaeiual average 
cost of earing for a itatieiit is Slo per week 
this comes as near being a Free Hospital 
as it can be, unle.ss we liave an ondownient 
of a quarter of a million dollars. 

Tlie animal ret>ort, just printed, shows 
that tlie number of patients treuteii lust 
year was alioiit 7nn, a number so large that 
it will rtuidily be seen tliat the Hospital cun 
hardly give Instruction to school children 
or send out many impll nurses. 

With a more liberal endowment, or larger 
uiiniiul contributions, the institution eould 
w tdeii its work, blit just now it is doing all 
it can. It is such a blessing to the eom- 
niiinity tliat 1 cannot understand how any 
one can attack it, unless indued throtigh 
iimlleo or ignorunue, and both of tlie.se are 
eensurublu.

HOW HIGH SCHOOl.S INMI RE GRAM- 
MAR SCHOOLS. 

The excellent address of President Eliot 
upon how the High school has injured the 
Grammar school, which was given la.st 
evening, under the auspices of the Newton 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, has called 
renewed attention to a subject which is at- 
tracting much attention in Newton at the 
present time. There Is a widespread be- 
lief that Newton is spending more upon 
the High school than it expends, in pro- 
portion, upon its grammar schools. In 
fact, leading educators state that our grain- 
niar schools do not rank as they should. 
The popular criticism is that the Superin- 
tendent of Schools neglects the lower 
grades and bends all his energies toward 
making the High school the school of the 
city. Doubtless many things are laid at 
the door of the Superintendent, which do 
not belong there, and he is made the scape- 
goat for the school committee in all its mis- 
takes. We do not desire to be unjust, in 
the least, but the popular impression con- 
cerning the hold which the higher educa- 
tion has upon the Superintendent is, we 
think, a correct one, and here, too much is 
done for the non-essentials ; altogether too 
much in the line of special and unneces- 
sary branches. 

What justice is there in educating a few 
children in typewriting in a perfunctory 
sort of way, and not teaching others steno- 
grai)hy, or photography, or a countless 
number of other things? 

The public schools never were intended 
to tit for special callings, but to lay a 
foundation upon which may rest the super- 
structure that needs must be erected to 
withstand the trials and perplexities of life* 

To .show that this feeling of undue at" 
tention to the High school ha.s militated 
against the lower grmles, we quote from

I heard of tliat paragraph dozens 
of times in tho next few days, and foi 
awhile I w’as in tho highest spirits. 

Then it occurred to me that 1 wns bring- 
ing down .too much game, that my thun 
derlxilt had seatteretl Its flro too widely. 
The idea sobered 1110 , and I sat down tc 
think it over. It became evident to my 
clarlfletl perceptions tliat I had iiollcd un 
wittingly tho sentiment of the entire body 
of learned gentlemen who inannged ths 
affairs of my college, and that they must 
have Ihjcii saying things about tho papei 
that It wore better to have left unrovealod. 

As I recvill tho Incident after some year* 
my Impression is that if there was any jok<

Jan. 28, '‘17. 

This hn.s been a "red letter day" for us. 
The sun came up smiling, and promised 
good behavior so long as we had neeil of 
him, accordingly we hastened to I’orta Ht. 
Lorenzo, where wo met our guide and In- 
structor, whose service for the day we had 
bi'spoken. We took at once the tram train 
and set out for Tivoli, and Hadrian's Villa 
— to “do" the Villa first, in the bright 
January forenoon, and Tivoli, half a mile 
away, afterward. 

TTio gate through which wo entered on 
our route was built by Augustus, 3 years 
B. C., rather ho made into a gate one of 
the arches of the Marcian Aqueduct built 
B. C. 14.5. Inscriptions on it mention Au- 
gustus and other omi)orors, who repaired it 
or put up towers by It. We soon passed 
the (Tiurch of S. Lorenzo, founded by Con- 
.stantin in JkW. Near tlie church is the 
Homan cemetery, opened in 18;i4. We are 
carried past the site of the Villa of Hegu- 
lus, the monument of Palla.s, and over the 
river Avis, which runs tlirough meadows, 
memorable as the sites of Hannibal’s first 
and second camps. 

The train soon halteil for a few minutes, 
and w e were advised to descend and take a 
sniff of the morning air. We tried the air 
and found It pungent with “sulphurated

someth i

ng decidedly sulphurous anyhow.” 


upon the mountain beliind us, having kind- 
ly waited for our departure, ami as wo 
moved slowly westward In face of tin* sun, 
wliose day’s Journey was nearly done on 
our horizon, wo watohcfl the glory »)f the 
•loiible rainbow, resi)lendent against the 
black background of cloud, and standing 
on siiiiliglited hills, ami then, turning, we 
bathed our eyes in the fading glow of an 
Italian sunset til) we reached the gate «)f 
.St. Lorenzo. 

In addition to its other pleasures the day 
has broughi: me one great gratification. I 
have been to the spot Horace loved so well, 
his Tibur. “Let others praise what |)laces 
they please.’’ he says in sub.staiice. 
“Hhoilos, or Slltyloiie, or T’hessaliau T’empe 
oven; no place has so .struck me. Not 
Licedaomou, iiot thepalace of rich Larissa, 
as the home of theresoiiudiiig Aibunea,aud 
the headlong Anlo and the grove of Tibur, 
(Tivole). One who has stood by the lieail- 
long Anlo, near the temple of the Sibyl, 
needs nootlier isimmentary on this passage.

The fumes come from a brook which issues 
from sulphur springs not far off, and which 
hastens to a bathing establishment near at 
hand, erected in 1880. 

Near this spot are the quarries of traver- 
tine, a lime stone, which, with brick, is the 
material used In building ancient and 
modern Home, including the Culos.scum 
and St. Peter’s. It is a netrifaction formed 
by the action of lime and sulphur on vege- 
table decay. White at first, it becomes 
yellow on exposure. Its use bocuiue more 
common after Ciesar’s time. 

Getting out of that sulphurous atmo- 
sphere, we passed the solid tomh of the 
Plautian family. It is circular, and so 
large and stout, that it has been used for u 
fortre.ss. It dates from 1 B. C. 

Wo now come to the road w’hich leads, 
turning to the right, to Hadrian’s Villa. 

A hard and nasty road, Hadrian having 
left no fund for road repairs, though he 
lavished the worth of an empire to make 
himself a villa. 

Taking the road such as it is, we leave 
behind the concomitants of our way from 
the city gates— to wit— donkeys quite hid- 
den uiuler the w'ell-balance<l piles of truck 
of all kinds, the donkey unseen but sup- 

r iosed to exist as the mass moved onward, 
leggars, too, w’o left behind, beggars, who 
lift their hats in the air if a priest passes, 
but who take off their hats, and turn them, 
and hold them tow'iird you and mumble, 
and run beside the carriage, (if you have 
one,) scenting the air with garlic. I have 
watched to-day and other days, and 1 have 
not yet seen a priest give anything to a 
beggar, nor a beggar solicit alms of a 
priest. No matter how decrepit tlie “torn 
unthrift" may be, he straightens up and 
salutes his “reverence,” and is amply re- 
paid by a look or a nod. 

The narrow’, muddy road up the hill, one 
of the Tivoli slopes, may have been 
thoroughly paved in Hadrian’s time. 
There is .stone enougli now to make the 
way a hard one for beast and man. 

Leaving horse and carriage we enter the 
ruins of the famous, perhaps the mo.st 
famous, villa in the world. The spot se- 
lected by the emperor for his buildings was 
in the midst of grounds covering an area of 
several .square miles. The buildings 
covered several acres. The location is very 
beautiful, commanding extensive pros- 
pects, and the grounds, when all was (lone, 
were magnificent beyond compare in the 
whole Homan empire. The very ruins still 
show' that untold wealth was lavished 
there, and that thousands of slaves must 
have been employed in executing Hadrian’s 
designs. He w ished to surround himself 
w'ith reproductions of buildings and land- 
scapes, which had mo.st pleased him in his 
travels. Hence a theatre, a nyinphoeum. 
a grove, a river Perceas and Vale of 
Tempe, an aouarium, two palaces, a stadi- 
um, a hippodrome, an academy, baths, a 
crypto portico, a sciapeon of Canopis, a 
.stoa, several temples, an Elysium, and a 
Tartarus. Lofty and vast roofs still re- 
main, and guest chambers, and under- 
ground retreats for refuge from the sum- 
mer heats, and mosaic floors of surpassing 
beauty of design in pattern and color. All 
these proclaim the sumptuousiiess of 
Hadrian’s Villa. 

Here he lived, anil gave entertainments 
and employed sculptors and iiainters, and 
sat in judgment in all cases of “a]>peal to 
Cic.sar,” from whatever (piarter coming, in 
his broad empire. He built here in A. I). 
1’23-1‘27; he died in A. D. l.W,and was buried 
in a tomb erected by himself in A. D. l.'k), 
and covered wit Parian marble, and deco- 
rated wilii statues of gods and heroes, (the 
work of Praxiteles and Lysippus), which 
were hurled upon the heads of the invading 
Goths, who had crashed through and sacked 
the Villa of tlie emperor, whose ashes were 
then lying in this tomb by the city gate. 
Tiie tomb has been a fortress for centuries, 
and is now known as the Castle of 8an 
Angelo. 

Heturning from the ruins on the high 
lands, tlirough winding avenues of cypress, 
we resume our .scats in the carriage, and 
our way over stones and through puddles, 
and soon reach tlie tramw'iiy— the liighway 
still of beggars and donkevs, and donkey 
leaders. A brief wait, ami then by steam 
nower we were carried up a long, winding 
Incline, part olive orchartls and lime kilns, 
and having fine views of theCampagna and 
of distant hills, till we wore in Tivole, tlie 
ancient Tibur. It is an old town, founded 
by Greek colonists :M(K) years ago. It being 
past noon, we went to a restaurant witii 
our lunch, found a T'ivule board out of 
doors, in the rear, ami ordered maccaroni 
and coffee and wine. 

TTiere, on tlie 27th day of January, year 
of grace, 18fl7, we sat in the open air and 
rejoiced in the sunsliine, and the eatables 
and the potables, and the views of town ' 
and inountuin, and vallev. On the verge of i 
one of the high steep hills is a cross. ITiis | 
we soon saw surrounded by a band of 
nuns, who seemed scarcely larger than I 
crows. Later we saw them footing their I 
way down. 

T lie young man of tlie restaurant, having I 
gallantly cut beautiful roses for the ladies, 
us souvenirs of the place, we again took 
carriage and drove to see the Grand Fall 
and the ('usiuules. The Grand Fall is arti- 
licial, the water being curried in tunnels 
several huudred feet in length through the 
town, to prevent such lloods as were some- 
times quite destructive. Tlie waters come 
headlong out of tlie tunnels, and dasli 
down the rooky precipice, roaring, whiten- 
ing, breaking into spray, subsiding at last 
in a quiet stream, that runs through the 
valley 4iMi feet below, and soon receives the 
waters of the cascmles which have come 
tlirough natural channels, and make beau- 
tiful white bauds on the rocky precipice. 
Work is in inogress to utilize tiie water 
power to provide electric lighting for 
Home; already there are in tlie old archeii 
portico of the temnle of Hercules, below 
the town, (Tivoli) liydraullc works tor like 
purpose. On this short, romuntic side to 
see tlie Fulls, one of the ladies acquired tiie 
vigorous use of her Italianated tongue in 
saying ’’Via!" to the beggars that infested 
the w'tiyside. We footed tlie streets of 

Tivoli to see tlie pi 

ble, some suitable 
possible. 

’I’lie 1‘ubllc Garden, not extensive, ullords 
a tine view of the ('ampagim, of St. Holer’s

President Arthur C. Farley of Auburn- 
dale presided, and it is to be regretted that 
the attendance was not larger, the ad- 
dresses being very interesting. Following 
the usual supper, and a fine vocal selection 
by F. C. Partridge of Newton, the speak- 
ing of the evening was opened by the 
president, who delivered quite a lengthy 
address on the work being accomplished 
by the various good government clubs in 
this and other states. Ho stated as a re- 
.sult of the work of these clubs a new* type 
of man is being developed, a typo of man 
who is needed in the legislative halls of 
every town, city and state, if the country 
is to be properly governed. He considered 
Samuel D. Capen the leader of this class, 
and in his own mind looked up to him as 
the first man in the state. Good govern- 
ment was needed for checking of money 
making, through corrupt legislation and the 
establishment of good principles. 

•Mil. UAY.MOM) L. HHIDOMAX, 
w ho for twenty years has represented the 
Springfield Hepublican and other papers at 
the State House, next gave an inteiosting 
aildress as the result of his observations at 
the Capitol, from an outsider’s point of 
view. 

In opening his remarks the speaker .stated 
that he was glad to hear the president em- 
phasize the need of good government in a 
club of tilts character, us the only salva- 
tion of the country will come through the 
attention of its citizens to politics. 

It was Ills intention to di.scuss the topic, 
us it concerned the legislature, in a candid 
spirit, and give it a fair and unprejudiced 
representation. He wished first to state 
what kind of a government prevailed in 
this country. Wo have a democracy. That 
is, a government of the people, in which 
any American citizen properly qualified 
has the right to be a member of the legis- 
lature, also to vote for a member of the 
legislature. During his long experience at 
the State House he had fouiul that the 
legislative members wore above the aver- 
age intelligence of the people. This fact 
has been disputed but nevertheless it was 
so. In the majority of cases it would be 
found lliat the men sent to the legislature 
were the men w'ho were always the lead- 
ers in the meetings of towns and cities, 
also in the caucuses. 

Of course this was not so much so in the 
case of tow'll meetings, but w'us very 
noticeable in tho.se of any large city. 

Tiie mombers of the legislature are 
watched by their constituents, and they 
realize this, therefore their transactions 
while in the legislature are apt to be much 
more honest than tho.se of the average busi- 
ness man. The speaker stated that he 
wished to divide his topic Into three parts, 
and devote a few nionients to each. Hu 
first w'i shed to speak on the purity of the 
legislature, second on the selfish motives 
that might govern some of its members, 
and third of the w eakness of some of the 
members. 

The conditions of the legislature are such 
as to break dow n any immorality us fur as 
party motives may bo concerned, for the 
rea.son that our legislature is so one-sided. 
It is very rare that a strictly party vote 
has been taken, and w hen this does happen 
it Is done in a perfunctory manner. I'liis 
year the HepubI leans are in such a large 
majority that they can alVord to pass over 
mere party lines. 

The next point to be considereil embraced 
a niucli wider field under w'hich head came 
the practice of lobbying and money taking. 
He supposed it was true tliat in the house 
and the senate there were a few men open 
to suspicions of this latter sort, but then it 
was only when some important bill was to 
be passed. The lobbyist is hired by some 
corporation to watch certain measures and 
report to those who liirethem. Sometimes 
they talk w ith members, but this is not 
very often. He did not think the law to 
regulate the lobby was enough as it did not 
state in cases w Iiere tlie lobbyist was con- 
cerned, who was first to start tlie investiga- 
tion. .Mr. Bridgman hero gave a case us 
an illustration, by stating that some time 
ago a certain lobbyist forged the names of 
three inembers of tlie legislature to a cer- 
tain bill, and upon being found out disap- 
peared from sight for a time. However, 
nis ab.seiice was not a long one, for having 
patched tlie matter up with the injured 
jiarties through tlie intercessions of his 
wife, lie was now back again wliere he was 
bebu'e. .Such a man should not be allowed 
ill any legislative liall, but as there was no 
party designated in the law, wlio coultl 
proceed against him, lie was suffered to re- 
inuin. Tiie dangerous point of the lobby, 
is wliat is calleil the special lobby, where 
men are liireil for some one special occa- 
sion. Tlie danger in this is that it is hard 
to distinguish the lobbyist from anyone 
else, in a certain case a corporation hired 
us lobbyists, several ex-officers of the state 
and members of tlie iiouse to represent 
tliein, men wlio liad always been trusteii, 
and it was not know n until later that tliese 
iiieii had been in the employ of the cor- 
poration. 

Tlie shame and disgrace of it was that 
these corporations did not hire men who 
w ere low dow n in soelety but men w ho 
were the leaders of the peoiile, men of 
wealth who could give iiioney for votes. 
Hu considered this one of the greatest 
crimes against the state, ami it was coiii- 
niitted bv men w ho often stood liigii in the 
conimunity. in closing, however, lie 
woiihl like lo state tiiat the bills on wiiicli 
lobbyists were employcil formed a very 
small part of tliose passing through tlie 
legislature, something like live per cent- 
Only wdieii some corporation is directly in- 
tcresten is the lobbyist used. .Mau> bills 

I uissetl the Iiouse of lliuir own merits. Mr. 
Irlilgnian said, we have this year a very 
good legislature, w ith an excellent speaker.

ly three years. .Senator Harwood .Hjiid that

, any cluli very opportune, and believed that 
1 out of them would come great good. He 
; considerol it a necessity that the public, 

I women as well a.s men, should be Ititercst- 
ed in public officers in order that they ' 
might reach the highest and purest degre’e 
of public .service. A repre.sentative was 
jiretty' certain to represent hin constituency 
both as to its moral quality and ability. 
Tlie peojile in every (smstituency rexerveil 
tlie right to elect their representative, also 
to petition and re.strict him. Tlie powers ' 
of evil, such as the trusts, the sabion, «*tc., 
are alwayf alive to political mctho<)s. They 
are always to be found In every caucus.tind 
j)lace the men they want in pow er. We 
have the Australian sy.steni of ballot. It 
h.as many good points, but even with all Its 
advantages is used by corrupt men. At 
oiir last election, in certain wards in Bos- 
ton, a ballot of great size, ct>vered with 
nearly two hundred names, was use<l for 
the purpose of confusing a voter. When 
one faction de.sireil to get ahead of some 
other faction they would bring into use the 
enrollment act, as was also done at the last 
election. Mon who had voted the He|)ubli- 
can ticket since the days of Lincoln would 
come to the polls and vote, only to be told 
that they w'ere not enrolled. If they made 
any trouble they were promptly removed 
bv an officer. When such things were 
allowed to go on it w as the duty of every 
citizen to attend their caucus. It was the 
dnty of every citizen to intere.st hini.self in 
the.se political matters from their first iucep 
tion. 

He w'ishedto praise the Municipal leagno 
and the good work which they are doing, 
the results of their vigilance already being 
felt in different quarters. We ha<l but to 
refer to history or the public press, to llml 
that corrupt legislation is not found in 
small cities but in large municipalities. 
Here ho called attention to the history of 
Lowell, Lawrence and Haverhill. It is 
necessary that the best elements of society 
should be fully alive to the intere.sts of 
their cities, and investigate accordingly. 
It w as the duty of business men, and men 
of intelligence, to be w illing to give one or 
tw'o years of their time to the good of their 
municipality. When they realize this we 
w ill find the members of our city govern- 
ments, and other legislative bodies, an im- 
proved set of men. 

As to the legislature of Mas.sachusett.s,he 
believed that it compared well with other 
legislative bodies, and not only this, but 
was one of the best in the Union. Many 
of its members were men who could no 
more be purchased than the sun couhl be 
stopped in its course. As to the lobby he 
did not know much about it. None of its 
members hud ever spoken to him, and he 
did not think it would do them any good if 
they should. 

He thought this was so In most ca.ses, 
and recalled a fact where a lobbyist Injureii 
his cau.se by speaking to a certain legisl.a- 
tor. This gentleman, when the bill re- 
ferred to by the lobbyist was brought up, 
arose and stated that previous to coming to 
the chamber he did not know much about 
the bill, but having been a])proached by a 
lobbyist, he was now irrevocably .set 
against it, on that account. There were 
many men in the legislature w'ho wouhl act 
as this man did, being set against a bill for 
no other rea.son than it was In the hands of 
some lobbyist. 

As to corruption in the legi.slature he had 
seen no evidences of it yet. The best work 
of the members Is done out of the sight of 
the ]>ublic, when they are in executive ses- 
sion, when no reporters or others are 
allowed to remain. There was no time 
when one would consiiler the character of 
a fellow’ member better than w’ lien in one 
of the.se .sessions. During the time he had 
been at the State House he had served on a 
number of these committees, and had not 
seen anything done which was revoked. 
As ha<i been stated by the previous speak- 
er, lobbyists w ere only used in about 5 per 
cent, of the bills brought oefore the legis- 
lature, bills that some corporations were 
e.s))ecially anxious to curry through. He 
wished a law’ could be pas.sed that would 
not allow a single lobbyist to remain inside 
the walls of the State IIon.se. He believed, 
how ever, that bills in the interest of any 
corporation should be given fair and sijuare 
consideration, as fair a i*onsideration as a 
bill belonging to any individual. It is said 
that the press of the state is piirchiUMible. 
If the press cun be purchasiMl. then the 
editorials, etc., we read, are unreiiubie and 
confusing. Some people thoiiL'Iit that leg- 
islation should be employed to regulate the 
pre.ss. 

In conclusion Senator Harw’ood said, we 
have the best city in the state, the best 
.state in the union, and the best country on 
the face of the globe. 

Hepresentatives \. L. Haywar<l and K. 
L. Pickard w ere next called upon to speak. 
Both gentlemen kindly responded and 
nuuie brief addresses, along the .same lines 
j as tlie previous sneakers. The .Metropoli- 
tan park was spoken of in a most encourag- 
ing nianiier by Heiueseiitative Pickard, w ho j 
is a nieinber of that coniniittee, and he 
gave ills assurance that he would do all in 
I his power to help extend the park .sy.steni 
I into the Newtons, especially along tlie 
I bunks of tlie ('harles Hivur. 'I'lie liour be- 
ing late, the club now atljouriicd, after 
I spending a most pleu.sant and profitable 
I evening.

NKW ZKAKAND. 

Hand tax legislation began in this colony 
in 1S5II-2 witli a ehange from taxos upon 
laud, improvements and por.sonal propert.i 
to a system of direct taxation upon land 
and Incomes only. TTio increase in the 
number of small lioldiiigs and in the value 
of improvements was almost marvelous, 
w hile large unused holdings were broken 
up.

1 have walked np and tlown its Htreet.s,and 
through Its vile steneht*s without a ehithes- 
pln on my nose, and have seen the dirtiest 
iinman beings on earth. l .shudder to 
think how the Mediterranean would snfler 
if those beings should bathe in it all at 
once, and all o’er. AVomen sit in pairs In 
the market i)laces, and hunt in the tangled 
masses of hair tm each tither’s heads for 
the wild, native game that .seems to abound 
in those; thickets. ilabies ami small chil- 
dren abound— more babies and dirt to the 
square yarti than in anyotiiei piace i know 
of. To make room for so many iiabies, 
they are wrapped elo.se in elotii from 
shonider to foot, ami tightly tucked in. 
TTiey weigh next to nothing, and so are 
carrleei about the streets by motlmrs or 
children. rnelean as they are. it is some- 
thing droll to seen pair of small black eyes 
peer out of a wee lace above such swath- 
ing; somewhat pitiful, too. 

An odd, but not uncommon sight is a 
team of a horse, an ox and a mule drawing 
a load through the .streets. There is a 
great variety of teams in use; a diminutive 
donkeylet, big donkeys, horse and donkey, 
two horses and a donkey, two lionkeys ami 
<1 horse, and .so on. inelnding some line 
horses. Neapolitan team.sters have peculiar 
tastes in harness ornamentation. From 
the broad, heavy saddles of .some track 
hor.ses rises a bright brass standard with 
bra.ss toothed attachment, the teeth (re.sem- 
bling coarse comb-teeth), mdnting forward, 
and witli two vane-shaped piece.s of bra.ss 
that fly around as the horse goes along, 
.shaking by his inotiim the whole towering 
ornament. Another lias a triangular board 
.set up in front part of the .saddle and faced 
with glittering brass. Here, as elsewhere, 
horses walk carrying cascades of shining 
bras.sheaded tacks. The city emblem is a 
rearing horse. Accordingly many a cab 
liorse has this figure mounted on his saddle; 
it Is nickel plated or made of poli.shed steel. 

You have heard of Neapolitan street- 
singers. Well, hark ! there are .some in the 
.street now. If I sit here writing till mid- 
night, 1 shall still hear them, as 1 have in 
other nights imst. It is tileasant, and 1 do 
not grow weary of it. Guitar and violin 
accompaniments are frequent. Singers and 
(ilayers and dancers came to the hotel the 
otlier evening and gave an entertainment. 
It was Interesting. Tlie performers were 
in gay costume, no two alike. The ‘*Tar- 
antelle’* dance wa.s given several times, in 
various figures. All the movements are airy 
and full of grace. Would it be possible to 
introduce tliis once into America, our part 
of it’? 1 have dmibt. 

The milk business is here conducted in a 
style new to me. Morning and evening 
cows and goats have the privilege of the 
sidewalks in front of the customers’ houses, 
and are there milked in the presence of the 
purchasers, into tumblers, tin cans or iniils, 
according to the amount required. Are 
you passing, and would you like a glass of 
fresh, warm milk to drink’;' You can have 
it, only look to it, lest rapid milking give 
you only froth. For every dealer in this 
old city* will cheat yon if he can, except, 
whom i’ Kven a street car condnctor,on the 
best lines in the city will collect too much 
fare oi an un.sophisticalcd youth like my- 
sell. 1 was speaking of cows and goats; 
the latter are very numerous. 1 have seen 
as many as -too or .'ioo (»n t'.ie sidewalk or in 
the street, within a few blocks distance, all 
going out to tiiid pasture. 

1 was g(dng this morning along one of 
the chief streets of the city, the Via Roma, 
from wliich many narrow streets break and 
run uphill. Fussing one of the.'-e latter my 
eye caught what .seemed lines of Hags rising 
in many a r(»w one above another. 1 
.stoiqied to see what «piiet jtrocession was 
marching down the Iiill. If triumphal, 
there would be music, l.hiite an array of 
colors u|) there. Adjusting my glas.ses, 1 
saw clotheslines stretcheil across the .street 
from second or third .story windows, and 
the week’s washing was ont to-day, 
‘‘whose’;”’ 

In other streets, as in streets in Rome 
and el.sewhere, I .saw the common • ight o! 
a basket or pail let down by cord from hlgli 
windows f<»r vegetables, or water, or wliat- 
ever was wanted and could iu such way be

Leaving Naples, Monday morning in the 
rain, not forgetting Wa.shing’on and his 
hlrthday, we made a very comfortable trip, 
thougir a long one, to Fisa. We had .so 
many beautiful days for mir excursions 
about the Ray of Naples and to Vesiivlous, 
that we (that is S. and K. and I) did not 
cjire for the rain, which lasted well through 
the day. F. and .L, who were in Rome, we 
passed to meet the next day in Fisa, on the 
train for Genoa. At Rome we wen; obliged 
to change cars, but Cook’s agent was at the 
station, and secured seats for us in the 
Fisa train, put our luggage in, and put a 
man on guard while we w(;ut to the restau- 
rant for a lunch. Such attention was ap- 
lirociated you may be sure. 

We reacbed Fisa about 11 p. m. and went 
at on(« to Hotel Nettuno. 

Fi.sa is not a very large city, but it is 
clean and quiet. Guce it was a powerful 
city and a conquering <»ne, but it lost its 
power -inu j'cars ago, lost its commerce, b(*- 
came poorer and poorer, and sunk to the 
level of an inland town. The river Arno 
Hows through it on its way from Florence 
to the .sea into which it empties six miles 
awav. It derives some business import- 
ance from being at the junction of railways 
to Legh rn. Rome, Florence, and Genoa. 
Its staple trade is agricultural products. 
It istbe capital of Fi.sa province, which is 
like a large kept garden. The .soil is very 
fertile, and yields corn and olives in great 
abundance.

see the conservative and careful investiga- 
tion which the common council are dis- 
posed to make of all these matters. It is 
quite generally thought that the council of 
this year is an abler one than usual. Of 
course its members lack experience in 
municipal affairs, but if they- assert their 
rights, and refuse to act upon any matter 
until all the "whys and wherefores" are 
know-n, this very lack of know ledge will 
serve as a safeguard against ill-timed ex. 
penditures. For it only requires close 
questioning into the matters that are 
brought forward, to bring out whether the 
proposed work is in itself a w-lse thing, 
and if so, whether the present tax-rate and 
indebtedness warrant any expenditures that 
are not absolutely necessary.l 
The present council has an opportunity 
to make a record upon this line w-hich will 
contrast most favorably- with that of its 
immediate predecessor. Not that the city- 
government of ’90 w-as wantonly- wasteful 
or extravagant, but too few of its members 
realized, as did President Wing and a few 
others, that it was neces.sary- to take a look 
ahead and to count the cost of projects that 
were presented. They had plenty of warn- 
ing and wise advice as to the necessity- for 
being careful and economical. The great 
undertakings nlanned and carrie<l into 
execution by- Mayor Bothfeld and the city- 
council of ’95 w ere known to entail enor- 
mous expense, and it was from a full reali* 
zation of their magnitude and far-reaching 
results that Mayor Bothfeld, in a parting 
address to the board of aldermen on .Ian. 
d, lH9(i .said : 

"No such great works as the abolition of 
grade crossings, the widening of Washing- 
ton street and the building of three .school 
liouses could be undertaken without neces- 
sitating an increase in tuxes. These ex- 

t ienditures have been forced upon us. and I 
lelieve they will be cheerfully borne by 
the pe<jple,und that with wise and econom- 
ical management the burden will not be 
felt after three years.

I 'I'lii* writer would asl; if a vole has ever 
been taken wliereby X. Y. Z. ran stale j 
w hetlier tlie majority of Hie people is be 
ing voiced iiy that letter. j 

'riiere are many who give more or less i 
liberally towards the siipfiort of theinstltn- j 
tion, w lio never come In clo.se crmtact with 
it. 

When the hospital was slarteil. it was. 
and we might add, still Is, ”one of the pet 
charities of Newton,” and that the ladies 
labored faithfully in Its support, there is 
no room for controversy. 

Is it the main object of the hospital to 
furnish nurses at reduced rate.s and free 
medical attendance? Or rather, is it not 
that people can go there and receive nie<li- 
cal and surgical treatment. In many ca.ses 
and for many reasons much better than 
they would receive at their home? If they 
are able to pay, why should they not? Is 
there any reason why the hospital should 
furnish them free treatment? But if they 
are poor and cannot afford to pay they re- 
ceive just as good treatment and care for 
nothing. 

If nurses can be readily obtained in Wal- 
tham or Boston, and yet as X. Y. Z. says, 
it Is almost Impossible to get one In New - 
ton, is It not an evidence that our nurses 
are In more demand? Further, would they 
be In such demand among the class of 
people that can afford to pay their prices if 
they were inexperienceil and not above the 
ordinary domestic of the kitchen. Would 
such ncople trust the life of their dearest 
friend in the care of such inexperienced 
help? Still further, would the physicians 
employ the nurses in their homes and 
recumniend them to their patients unless 
they considered them w ith their experience 
ami training superior to even “the kind- 
hearted motlierly w'onien.” Is not tliat an 
insult to those w ho hire the nurses and to 
the medical fraternity as well'? X. Y. Z. 
says the hospital nurses are usually of 
foreign nationality. Is it not to their credit 
that they are w illing to adopt a profession 
that means so much hard labor, self-denial, 
and even risk of life? Would the medicine 
be moreeflicaciuus if given by an American 
nurse? Why do not the American young 
w’omen take the necessary course of train- 
ing and adopt the profession ? The iirice 
paid for an undergraduate nurse is twelve 
dollars a week, instead of twent}'. (iuite 
an apjireciable difference. The price to 
graduates is three dollars a day or twenty 
dollars a week. The hospital receives 
notliing for the services rendered by them. 

The physician diagnoses tlie case. He is 
responsible for tlie life of the patient. 
That the nurse should follow his directions 
explicitly is of vital importance. Tlie 
nurse sbniild be complimented rather than 
censured, for strict obedience. Wherein 
the nurse is the “tool” of tlie physician and 
hospital by this, the writer would be glad 
to learn. 

X. Y. Z. writes “tlie third party to all 
this is the patient.” He iiays for all, and 
if he is (liasutislied he ctin dismiss the 
nurse. If in place of care, judgment, ex- 
perience and faithful work, he discovers 
Inexperience, lack of juilguient and care- 
lessness, is he not extremely foolish to hire 
I the nurse, and pay .such prices? Another 
retlection on tlie party hiring. 

The jilij’siclans of Xewton do have 
1 “special favor” at the hospital. But when 
' oi|^e considers the amount of valuable time 
u .staff physician gives to the hospital and 
: city, it must bo ackiiow ledgeil tliat they pay 
w'ell for their privileges, without asking 
I them to become free leacliers in our public 
schools. 

While it might be hard, perhaps, to 
state the monetary consideration tlie city 
receives from the hospital, yet the person 
who says the city receives no benelit, must 
be veryobtu.se.

.At the regular annual meeting of the j 
Newton Highlands Improvement Assoeia- 
tion, held Wedne.sday evening in the a.s- 
sembly hall of the Hyde school, the qne.s- 
tion of the abolition of the grade crosslng.s 
on the south side of Newt'^n, also the 
equipping of the clri-nlt branch of the B. 
»Vr A. R. R. with electricity was spoken on 
by Hon. .1. F. C. Hyde, Newton’s (Ir.st 
mayor. In his address, he called attention 
to the many dangerous grade erossings on 
the smith aide, stating that there were no 
less then eight which should be abolished. 
He called special attention to the crossings 
at Langley road, Centro and Boylston 
striHds, as being the most dangorons of the 
number. He had given the matter consid- 
erable attention, and from the first had 
nrgeil the abolition of grade cro.ssing.s in j 
the Newtons. He had also urged that the | 
tracks be deines.sod instead of elevated, as 
he <lid not believe in constrnetlngaChine.se 
wall throngh.the Newtons. The legislature 
in a number of acts had provideil for such 
matters, and the lowering of the grade 
conlii he insisted niton by the citizens. 

Regarding the equipment of the eircnit 
braneh of the road with electricity, he felt 
that it was another much netnled iinpruve- 
ment, ami would iiiean the doing away 
with the smoke, dust and noise, to which 
the citizens were now obliged to submit 
Ho thought the road could be equipped 
similar to that at Nantaskot, which from 
the start has been operated most succoss- 
fnlly. To make the aceommodutiun great- 
er ho thought trains .should be run at inter- 
vals of not over seven and a half minutes, 
which could be done, if cars similar to 
those on the Nuntiusket line were used. 
These cars were much shorter than the 
regulation steam car.s, and being open mi 
the sides people could get on and off mneh 
more readily than at present, thus saving 
time. Another advantage would behuving 
a few more .stations, having tw o for everv 
one HOW' in use. 

At the elo.se of his remarks Mr. Hyde 
.stated that he had received intimation from 
the railroad officials that as soon as the 
abolition of the grade crossings had been 
complettHl, that the question of enniping 
the circuit with electricity w ould be con- 
sidered. 

Another spejiker of interest was Mr. E. 
B. Haskell of Anbnrndale, a member of 
the Metropolitan Park Commission from 
this district. 

In opening, he eomplimentarily referred 
to Mr. Hyde, and then took up his snbjeet, 
giving a concise and comprehensive idea of 
the immen.se undertaking before the com- 
mission. A’ear.s ago he favored the retain- 
ing of a plot of land in the centre of the 
city for recreation purpo.ses, and he hud 
the honor of serving on the committee 
which drew the plans of |Newton’s beuntl- 
ful honlevards, or, as ^Ir. Haskell prefers 
to cull them, “driveways.” 

He told of the imiirovcmeiits accom- 
lili.shed during the last live years by the 
taking of .so many places of beauty for tlie 
comfort and pleasure of the vast popula- 
tion living in the .’ki cities and towns which 
comprise the metropolituu district, saying 
that the Hemlock gorge is the gem of the 
entire reservations and an inestimable ad- 
dition to the beauty of Newton Highlands. 
Beginning Avith the Hub of the uiiiverse,he 
traced on the map the locutions of the vari- 
ous reservations, the driveways connecting 
the .same and following the Charles river 
from the basin to Dedham. 

Sjieaking of the ’JiKMi-acre reservation .se- 
mred through the foresight of prominent 
citizens of Lynn, he said an endeavor is 
being made to have the reservation trans- 
ferred to the commission without expense. 
It would he jn.st as valuable to Lynn, and 
the city would save the cost of niuiiiten- 
aiice, lie dwelt at length on tlie Revere 
beach reservation, telling of the pleasure it 
will afford to countless thou.sands, and of 
the bath house to be erected, which will 
have KKH) baihiiig .“nits for the use of the 
many people who will freipteiit the reserva- 
tion. 

.Mr. Haskell’s addre.ss was by far the 
most comprehensive on the subject yet de- 
livereil in .Newton. 

Mayor H. E. Cobb also gave an address 
on “City Improveiiieiits,” in which he re- 
ferred to tlie completion of the boulevard, 
lowering of the araile of the railroad, and 
other similar matters of interest. At the 
eonclusioii of his reiimrks, resolutions were 
adooted urging on the city coiiiicil the im- 
mediate necessity of taking .steps to .secure 
the abolition of grade crossings on the 
soiitii side of the city.

riiere were nine nipinbers present at the 
regular meeting of the school hoard hold 
Weilnesday evening in the Clallin .school 
building at Newtonville. Shortly after H 
o’clock tho meet ing was called to order by 
Cliairman Hollis. 

The lirst business was the report of 
Superintendent Aldrich. He spoke at 
length regarding the study of English com- 
position in the schooLs. Ho outlined the 
work In this tiraneh of the diff erent schools. 
I'lio subject was receiving It.s full share of 
consideration in the schools and the ro.su'ts 
all over the city were satisfactory. He 
suggested that an additional English 
tcuclier be emiiloyed in the English depart- 
ment of the High school, in order that the 
compositions of tho pnnils might be more 
carefully examined. Also that a change in 
the conr.so of studies in the prinniry and 
gr.inimar grade.s be made. 

Tho tinanco committee reported the 
school expenditures for .March to ho Sl5,- 
.5H0.;k’), and an order appropriating this 
amount to meot the expenditures was later 
adopted. 

TTie sum of Sl5 was apnropriatod to 
cover the expenses of furnishing the new' 
Adams school during tho month of March. 

The committee on text books and courses 
of .study, to whom had been refeired tho 
resolve presented at the bust meeting, re- 
garding the stinlyof English composition, 
reimrted through its uhairman, .Mr. Hunt- 
ington. 

TTie committee had considered thomatter 
and enjoyed the full confidence of Superin- 
tendent Aldrich. He, Mr. Huntington, 
hatl received letters from the chairmen of 
tho Wards 2 and 5 committees w'ho thought 
the work in those places had brought good 
re.snits. Tho committee itself in its report 
said in nart that considering the number 
ami variety of subjects, that the teachers 
were required to balance over eacli other 
in the weekly sche<lnle, the necessary 
limitations are such that English composi- 
tion Is probably receiving its duo propor- 
tion of attention. This subject Is of such a 
mitnre that a large amount of practice in 
tho study of English is found in connection 
with other .studies, and th.it the time spent 
in writing compositions does not represent 
the entire avoi r in this exercise. The re- 
port Avas accepted. 

An order Avas adopted instructing the 
committee on text books and couivses of 
study to prepare a course of study for the 
primary and grammar grades, and to sub- 
mit the same in print for the consideration 
of the board. 

It Avas also ordered that the school 
census be taken in accordance Avlth the re- 
(piirements of the public statutes, and seA'- 
cral books, recommended by tho li nance 
committee, be used in several grades. 

The order increasing the salary of the 
janitor of the Wiule school to ^50 a month 
was referred to the linance committee. It 
wius explained by Mr. Hale that the dntiesof 
the janitor had been increased and that he 
Avas performing tlu‘ Avork for Avhich this 
amount of salary had been paid. 

At 8.30 o’clock tho board adjourned. 

High & Grammar Schools. 

To the Fditurof the (iniphir: 

The con.stiuit interest you liaA'e taken i»i 
onr schools, and the wlvantage to the sys- 
tem Avhich must result from the public sen- 
timent fostered by your paper, leads me to 
hope that 1 may aid by some remarks oc- 
oosioned by your e<liturial article of la.st 
Aveek, entitletl “Hoav High Schools injure 
Grammar Schools.” It appears to me that 
you have been someAvhat misiiilormetl as 
to the bearing of President Eliot’s re- 
marks, Avheii up|)lled to onr local condit- 
ions. Presiileiit-Ellot spoke feelingly of 
the injury Avhlcli ha.s heretofore resulted to 
our Grammar schools by the AvithdruAval 
of interest in them caused by the develope- 
mentofthe High schools. This has been 
UAvideand general movement, in Avhich 
onr city undoubtedly suffered greatly, in 
comiiion Avitli the rest of onr state and 
country. He then referreil to the ern.su'le, 
in Avhich he has himself borne so impor- 
tant a part, for awakening imblic kiioAv- 
ledge of the deiiloruble condition of affairs 
as it existed a feAV years ago, afte»' Avhicli 
he devoted a considerable portion of ids 
lecture to showing the boneliceiit results 
attained in those places that have already 
iiAvakened to the now. or reviveil, theory, 
and huA'e modilied and enricliod their gram- 
mar school courses. His particular reconi- 
mendutions wore tho introduction into the 
grammar .schools of the .study of a hui- 
guuge, either Latin, French or German. Of 
Avhich he much preferred Latin; the .study 
of either algebra or geometry; the study of 
science; manual training; and the ubandoii- 
meiit of the ohi style readi.'ig books, for 
books having a literary and scientilic his- 
torical iiitere.Mt. 

I have had children in onr public schools 
constantly since 188;$, and I have been so 
greatly impre.ssed Avith the improA'einent 
made III the last few years in the grammar 
grades that it gave me a real satisfaction to 
lind that Bie changes made here arodlrectly 
in the line so liighl}' recominendeil by 
President Eliot. Indeed so new is tho 
movement, and so thoroughly is it installed 
here, it seems as if onr city innst have its 
place in the very front rank of the pioneers. 

T our years ago one of iiiy boys coninienced 
the study of Latin in the gruinniur school. 
Ho studied algebra and physics in the 
gruniinar school throe years ago. The ohl 
reading books Avoro at that time abolished 
and Dickens and Hawthorne were used in- 
stead. I now have a son in one of the 
younger grades of the graniniar school. In- 
stmid of the old reading hooks are hooks of 
history and .)f natural science. Instead of 
the old arithmetic, built for a mental puz- 
zle, are practic;il examples designed us a 
ineparutlon for actual life. T’here is a he- 
ginning in constrnetive geometry, and there 
Is a real development of interest in nature 
study. Four of onr grammar schools al- 
ready have an option in inaiiuul training, 
and It Is expected that the same opportunity 
w 11 soon come to schools on the south side. 

I he teachers are enthusiastic in tho hoav 
niovement, and that it is a niovenient is 
proved by the very fact of such enthusiasm, i 

Newton takes great interest in her I 
schools. She wants the best. She bus , 
great cause for eongrat illation that they 
are already among the liest in the state. 
But ’ progress” mti>t bo onr motto. T’lie 
movement for la tter schools must like any 1 
other movement Inive a Uader. Let us 
reexignize tliat tlie gr»:atcst good to our citv, 
and the greatest bonelit to onr children. av 111 ' 
come tlirongli a cordial and appreciative I 
snoport, both moral and linanclal, of our 
uhle superintendent, and of the uoniniittee 
Avhuse agent he is.
